Troop A, E ighth cavalry, and U. S. 
M arshal B ennett and his posse. 


It is stated that certain attorneys 
who. it is asserted here, m isled the 
Indians, m ay be prosecuted. 
M arshal 
B ennett sta tes that while m ost of the 
Indians are in hiding, som e are still 
trying to hold m eetings. 
A posse will 
be sent tomorrow to arrest C hief Loa- 
tah Mekko, the real chief of the Creeks. 


W hen placed in prison here, H arjo 
and his follow ers were searched, fum i­ 
gated, their shackles rem oved and all 
placed in one large cell. 
A new spaper 
correspondent, with the assistan ce of 
an interpreter, had an Interview with 
Crazy Snake, who said that he saw no 
reason 
for arrest 
and 
felt conlldent 
w hen the Indians were given a trial 
betore the great white fath er’s courts 
that they would be released. 
H e said 
they were actin g in good faith and had 
papers from W ashington 
th at 
gavo 
them the right to establish their old 
governm ent. 


A s to all the talk about killin g w hites ul»r lesson lor the dead 
he said it w as never their intention and 
they expected only to treat and act. 
w ith their own people and in so doing 
expected finally to get all w h ites out. 
H e also said 
that the “great spirit 
would see that, they got justice, even 
though their white father in W ash ­ 
ington and the oil syn d icates were try­ 
ing to rob them of their once happy 
h un ting grounds."

P AG EANT IN LONDON 


London. Feb. 2.—W ith every circum ­ 
stan ce of splendid pomp befitting the 
obsequies of so m ighty and well be­ 
loved a m onarch, all that is m ortal of 
Queen Victoria has been borne through 
the streets of the capital and started 
tow ards the ancient fortress palace of 
the sovereigns of England. 
The solem n 
m agnificence 
of 
yesterday's opening 
phase of these last rites w as duly m ain­ 
tained. 
Perhaps the stately grandeur 
of today's sorrow ful pageant through 
the sw arm ing streets of London, with 
hundreds of thousands 
of 
m ourners 
form ing a black border to the route, 
will never be surpassed. 


I h e scene at Victoria station from 
early m orning w as m ost brilliant and 
im pressive. 
For today's cerem ony the 
station w as transform ed into an im ­ 
m ense reception hall. 
All trains were 
stopped before f*. and the long p lat­ 
form s were covered with purple cloth. 
On another1 olatform 
facing- that at 
which the queen's train w as to urrlve, 
guards 
of 
honor, composed of blue­ 
jack ets and 
grenadier 
guards, were 
drawn up. 
The broad roadw ay separ­ 
atin g the two w as sw ept clean and 
sanded, and little purple-covered p lat­ 
form s. from 
which 
m em bers of the 
royal party were expected 
to m ount 
their horses, were placed at intervals 
at the side and center. 


At 10 o’clock an arm y of groom s w ith 
horses arrived, and thenceforw ard d is­ 
tinguished British naval and m ilitary 
officers and foreign royalties in d az­ 
zling uniform s cam e In quick su cces­ 
sion. 
The lord cham berlain and his 
officials, bareheaded, w ith their w hite 
w ands of office, received the m ost d is­ 
tinguished personages and conducted 
them to a little pavilion erected on the 
platform . 


The tvhole station, by that time, re­ 
sem bled the scone nt a levee. 


The com m ander-in-chief of the forces 
Field M arshal Earl Roberts, on a beau­ 
tiful, spirited brow’n mare, carrying his 
field m arshal's baton, at this juncture 
trotted into the station and becam e tho 
center of Interest. 
He w as soon fol­ 
lowed by the earl m arshal, the Duke 
of Norfolk, and m any of the m ost d is­ 
tinguished B ritish officers. 
Then cam e 
the carriages for the 
queen and the 
princesses. 
T hey were the sta te car­ 
riages used on the occasion of the 
queen's jubilee, w ith beautiful, gold- 
m ounted harness and trappings. 
Thi 
horses were ridden by postillions in 
scarlet jack ets, 
w ith only a narrow­ 
band of crepe on their arm s as a m ark 
of the great change. 
The carriages 
were closed. 


It w as nearly 11 o'clock when, amid 
erics of "The king of Portugal's horse." 
"tho Grand Duke of H esse's horse,” as 
the princes mounted, the train steam ed 
Into the station a m inute ahead of time. 


All heads were uncovered as the s a ­ 
loon carriage, bearing the queen's re­ 
m ains, stopped exactly opposite the gun 
carriage, and 
K ing 
Edward, 
Queen 
A lexandra. 
Emperor 
W illiam 
and 
others alighted. 


Then the bearer parly advanced to 
tho saloon carriage and with his hand 
a t the salute and stan din g a little in 
a d /a n cc of the others. K ing Edward 
w atched the painfully slow' rem oval of 
the coffin to the gun carriage. 
It w as 
finally accom plished and the pall and 
the regalia of the British crown were 
placed on the coffin. 


The king and the others w ith him 
then m ounted 
and 
the 
procession 
started. 


The firing of m inute guns and the 
tolling of bells at 11:15 announced to 
the countless m ultitude who had been 
crow ding London’s m uddy streets since 
d aylight that the funeral procession, 
with the body of Queen Victoria, had 
begun its p assage through the capital. 


Parliam ent, the 
Judiciary and

R oyalty, the arm y and navy 
m onopolized the pageant. 
Three thou­ 
sand soldiers and sailors, picked com ­ 
panies. representing all branches of the

yeom anry, m ilitia volunteers and colon­ 
ia ls form ed the advance escort. 


T hey m arched slow ly 
and 
w ithout 
m usic. Most of the uniform s were co v ­ 
ered w ith dark overcoats and the stand 
a id s w'ere draped w ith black, the o f­ 
ficers w earing bands of crepe on their 
slee.’es. 
The infan try marched in col­ 
u m ns of four, with 
rifles 
reversed 
T hey w ere half an hour 
In passing. 
Then cam e Field M arshal Earl R oberts 
and his staff, and 
after 
them 
four 
m assed bands playing funeral inarches 
Three hundred 
m usicians 
announced 
the com ing of the body of the queen. 
There w as a long array of court o f­ 
ficials. under the leadership of the Duke, 
of N orfolk fthe earl m arshal) all a t­ 
tired quaintly and brilliantly, bearing 
m aces or w ands, m ost of them elderly 
m en who had 
for years 
served the 
royal lad y for whom they w ere ■ er- 
form ing the last offices. 


M ost of the sp ectators expected an 
im posing catafalque, and

The spectacle w as so quickly past 
that the spectators hardly realized it 
or had tim e to bare their heads or 
com prehend the details, when n group 
of m agnificently attired horsem en, with 
sparkling helm ets and coats, m ounted 
on beautiful chargers, w as before them. 


Im m ediately after the com pany about 
the coffin three royal m ourners rode 
abreast. 
K ing Edward VII w as the 
central figure of the three, but no less 
osten tatiou s a person w as seen In the 
procession. 


The. windows crowded with hlack-bon- 
notod women, the multitudes of uncov­ 
ered heads, tho purple draperies and the 
green wreaths everywhere he passed like 
a man alone, who longed like

The people seemed to see 
in the king one of themselves, and the 
deep murmurs which arose here and thero 
carried a note of sorrow and love almost 
as deep as the expressions which greeted 
the passage of the coflln of their queen.

N ew York, Feb S.—T he announcem ent 
that Senator Ilill is rfot a candidate for 
the presidential nom ination of his party 
In 1904 is m ade hy the A lbany corres­ 
pondent of I s su e 's W eekly in the cur­ 
rent issue. H e says:

He sim ply finds greater enjoym ent in 
the practice of his profession and less 
allurem ent ih the field of politics, which 


has never been a source of profit, and 
often has given him hardly a com fort­ 
able support, 
l.lk e every other man 
who reaches m iddle life. Senator Hill 
looks forward to achieving substantial 
finunclal independence by m aintaining 
Ills established and well settled profes­ 
sion al practice. 
H e is devoting his best 
energies to that end and therefore lie 
is not Inclined to respond to such calls 
as have been m ade by the T exas leg is­ 
lature and by prom inent D em ocratic 
leaders and organizations in the south 
and w est.

' H E STATE OF COLORADO has been in 
business for itself nearly twenty-five years 
and during th a t period 
its transactions 
have been very large, its grow th enormous

THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


I 


N COMMENTING the other day upon the necessity for 
an extra session the Gazette spoke of the problem s 
in the Philippines, Puerto Rico and Cuba as requir­ 
ing prom pt and thorough consideration. 
A W ashington correspondent of the Chicago Times- 
rierald, usually well inform ed in national affairs, con­ 
siders th a t the Cuban problem is the one m ost pressing 
and the one m ost likely to cause serious trouble. 
The situation in Cuba is briefly this. 
By the Teller 
resolution congress pledged the United States to w ithdraw 
from Cuba after securing peace and disclaim ed any inten­ 
tion of annexing the islands. 
W hen the constitutional 
convention was called in Cuba the people were invited to 
adopt a constitution and also to agree upon the term s 
governing the future relations of the 
island 
and 
the 
U nited States. They have nearly completed the constitu­ 
tion, but they have shown no intention of doing anything 
tow ards a recognition th at the United Slates is to be 
consulted in any way as interested in their domestic or 
foreign affairs. 
The constitution of Cuba is expected 
to be satisfactory to the United States, as affording a 
basis for stable governm ent and releasing us from the 
obligations assumed by us as a result of destroying the 
Spanish authority over the islands. 
But the difflculty is th a t there is absolutely no prece­ 
dent in the m atter. No one knows exactly w hat power con­ 
gress has, and no one seems to bo certain how the power 
it does have should bo exercised. It is m anifestly absurd 
that congress should be called on to ratify the constitu­ 
tion of a foreign state, but on the other hand unless con­ 
gress is satisfied th at the Cubans are capable of self gov­ 
ernm ent and have adopted a constitution th a t will secure 
th a t end, it is clearly a m istake to w ithdraw the A m eri­ 
can troops from the island and to give it over to anarchy 
and disorder. 
Some lime ago the American authorities in the is­ 
land evolved the clever scheme of leaving the Cubans full 
control of their domestic alTairs while the l.'nited States 


THE COST OF PAUPERISM. 


I 


N A RECENT magazine article, Mr. Joslah F lynt, who 
is a specialist in tram ps and th eir ways, states that 
there are over 50,000 persons now in the city of Chi­ 
cago who have been attracted to th a t city by the lax 
enforcem ent of Its laws, which has been widely advertised 
throughout the country am ong the crim inal and volun­ 
tarily idle classes. 


These persons have no visible means of support, and 
their only industry is crime. 
They vary In occupation 
from the tram p whose profession is street beggary to the 
burglar and the hold-up, and in character through all 
the grades and qualities of crime. 
N ot one of them is a 
regular contributor to the w elfare of 
the 
com munity; 
each one is a parasite who to a greater or less extent 
derives his living from those around him, and uses his 
wits and his physical strength to enforce his extortion. 


Mr. F ly n t’s figures afford a striking illustration of the 
evil that is done to a com munity by the lax enforcement 
of its laws by negligent or vicious officials. 
It is seldom 
th a t city officers are 
intentionally 
wrongdoers them ­ 
selves, but they are too frequently influenced to overlook 
w rongdoing on the part of those to whom they owe 
their official honors. The lax enforcem ent of laws, either 
by the police or the higher authorities, draw s crim inals 
and loafers as honey draws flies. No one profits by such 
accessions to the population except those whose trade it 
is to serve the vicious aud degraded, and for each dollar 
that is received by these, honest citizens suffer the loss 
of many tim es th a t am ount. 
No worse thing can happen 
to a city or a state than to gain the reputation of being 
a place where laws are lightly enforced and where hoboes 
and crim inals have an "easy” tim e of it. 


The congestion of undesirable elem ents in a single 
com munity has evident disadvantages, but there is a 
wider view of the subject. The 50,000 of whom Mr. F lynt 
writes would be no less a charge upon the com munity if 
they were dispersed in a hundred cities instead of col-

If the opinion of many 
of those m ost com petent to judge is correct, the only 
outcome of such a situation would be the suprem acy ot 
a class in favor of annexation to the United ¡States, and 
thus would be brought about at the cost of much turm oil 
and great loss of property, the result which would have 
followed naturally and easily if it had not been for the 
adoption of the unfortunate Teller resolution. 
The character of those w'ho now control the affairs 
of the island is not such as to give much hope for any form 
of compromise, and if the alternative is presented between 
a w ar on conquest and the abandonm ent of the Island, it 
is difficult to avoid the conclusion th a t the latter is the 
only course possible under the circum stances. 
Such a step ought not. however, to be taken until the 
situation has been m ost carefully exam ined, and this 
it is the duty ot congress to do. 


ROMANISM IN THE PHILIPPINES.

NE OF TH E N EW EST developments in the Philip­ 
pines is the declaration th a t Senor Buencamino 
and other prom inent Filipinos have turned from 
Catholicism and will ally them selves w ith the 
P rotestant churches for the future. 
It is perhaps not surprising th a t those Filipinos who 
have now ranged them selves w ith apparent loyalty on the 
side of the Americans, should change their creed as they 
have changed their politics. 
But it will not be safe to count th is change as a great 
moral advance or to claim it as a victory for P rotestant­ 
ism. 
The religion as taught and practised by the Philip­ 
pine fi-iars Is som ething quite different from th a t pro- 
fessed and lived by Am erican Catholics, and it rem ains to 
be seen w hether the change that has been announced is 
really an im provement. 
It is satisfactory at least to know th a t th e change 
from th e old religion has not been m ade the occasion for 
openly avowed Infidelity and atheism, as is too frequently 
the case In such instances. 


RUNNING AT A LOSS.

i'R E S H CAUSE of w orry has been discovered by 
the B ritish newspapers. The B ritish nation as a 
whole, they say, is not earning its living, but is 
finding it necessary to draw' upon its savings to 
pay current expenses. No one pretends to know ju st how 
much the nation is running behind in the course of a year, 
but the general opinion is th at the balance is on th e w rong 
side. 
The difflculty in securing an exact statem ent comes in 
w hat are term ed "invisible exports.” W heat ^nd pork and 
cotton and steel and various kinds of m anufactured goods 
can be and are kept track of and counted and th eir values 
carefully calculated, but no way has been found to estim ate 
with any degree of accuracy the value of the bonds and 
other securities th a t are transferred from one counti-y to 
another. 
It Is only known th a t these am ount to m any 
millions of dollars in the course ot a year and It Is as­ 
serted th a t England m ight be running behind several 
millions ot pounds annually w ithout know ing it. Of course 
such a condition would m anifest Itself by disagreeable.re­ 
sults in the course of time, but th at country has such vast 
stores of accum ulated capital th a t the nation as a whole 
m ight spend more than It earned for several years w ith­ 
out being certain of the fact. 
Such questions as these add Interest to the present 
study of B ritish sociology. New conditions are being de­ 
veloped w hich are unknow n to modern students and the 
results of them cannot be predicted w ith certainty. T hat 
they will not be happy ones is evident, but it is difficult to 
say just when or how they will be apparent.

We talk a good 
deal ai)out the drag upon the European nations of their 
standing arm ies, but they at least may serve the purpose of 
national defense, while we forget about the drag upon 
our own nation of the arm y of ignorance, idleness and 
crime that is dissipating the national force and w ealth 
in an endless variety of ways. The drunken loafer at the 
street corner or the m idnight robber is not only a sociaj 
danger, but he Is a social w rong: he not only steals a liv­ 
ing 
from 
his neighbor, but he prevents th at neigh­ 
bor from enjoying the good things of life to the degree 
which he m ight otherwise attain. 


In em phasizing the rights of th e individual we should 
not go so far as to disregard the rights of society; and 
In adm inistering our laws wo cannot afford to forget th at 
the interests of all the members of the com munity are 
concerned in every case as well as the w elfare of the in­ 
dividual prisoner who is on trial. 
The reform ation of 
the crim inal should always be one of the principal objects 
of the law, but the doubtful 
chance 
of 
reform ation 
should not be allowed to outweigh the protection which 
the innocent citizens and the com m unity as a whole have 
the right to dem and from the law and from those who 
are charged w ith its enforcement.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC SALE. 
A' 


NOTHER STEP in the consolidation of the railw ay 
interests of the country has been taken by the 
purchase of the Southern Pacific railw ay by the 
capitalists who are said already to be in control 
of the Union Pacific, Chicago and Alton, Illinois Central 
and Baltim ore and Ohio railw ays. 
Like other recent con­ 
solidations in the railw ay world, this latest move is not 
to be accomplished by the union of the various lines into 
a single company, but by the retention of the control of 
the separate com panies in the hands of an alliance of 
capitalists who may be trusted to guard their joint in­ 
terests. 
It rem ains to be seen w hether this consolidation is a 
good or a bad thing for the public. It is certainly an im ­ 
mense power to be placed in the hands of individuals, 
and this power if w rongly used may be made productive I a 
of im mense injury. 
But the older plan of petty rival sys­ 
tem s had very serious faults, and the new plan may pos­ 
sibly bo an im provement. 
If these gigantic com binations 
extending across the continent and m aking it possible 
for a single man or small coterie to affect the trade and 
profits of large areas of territory do not work for the gen­ 
eral interests in th eir practice, they will form the strong­ 
est argum ent yet presented in favor of a national con­ 
trol of the railroads, w ith or w ithout national ownership, 
and the correction of their abuses of power will undoubt­ 
edly tend tow ards th a t result. If, however, under the pres­ 
sure of governm ent regulations and the menace of govern­ 
m ent ow nership the m anagers of these g reat system s de­ 
vote them selves tow ards the Im provem ent of service and 
the general welfare of the public they are established 
to serve, it may be possible th a t they will be able to get 
better results than would be possible under a state operat­ 
ed system, from whose detailed w orkings p artisan politics 
could hardly be excluded.

W ithin the recollection 
of persons still in early middle life there 
was a strong sentim ent In the B ritish 
islands in favor of a republic, but this 
has disappeared, so far as the world Is 
able to judge. 
No talk of a republic 
is heard In E ngland these days from 
any one In high social or political sta ­ 
tion. 
A bout the la st tim e th a t there 
w as a dem onstration 
of any 
conse­ 
quence In favor of a republic partici­ 
pated In by any persons of Influence in 
England w as in 1872, when Sir Charles 
Dlike 
and Auberon 
H erbert 
In the 
house o f ' èdmmons announced them ­ 
selves In lavor of the abolition of the 


monarchy. This led to caricatures and 
lampoons In the papers, and caused 
some excitem ent for a few days, but 
of course. It led to nothing practical! 
Dllke is still living, and so is Frederick 
H arrison, who w as also a republican in 
those days, but It U reasonable to pre­ 
sume th a t neither of these gentlemen

republic,

that time less than one in fifty of the 
people of England had the privilege of 
voting for members of parliam ent.

to one to six of all the inhabitants. The

Germ any and F rance are elected 
by 
nianhf'nci suffrage, and F rance liersclf 
is a republic. A ustria, Italy, Spain and 
all the other countries on the continent 
of Europe have adopted representative 
institutions, except Turkey and Russia. 
Japan has recently followed their ex­ 
ample. 
Every independent nation 
on 
the Am erican continent is a republic. 
R ussia is reasonably sure to be swept 
into the current of liberalism at an ear­ 
ly day. Canada and A ustralia are self- 
governing 
countries, 
w ith 
only 
the 
slenderest polillcal ties binding 
them 
to England. 
The 
republican 
United 
States of Europe is now seen to be 
farther off than it appeared to be in 
1848,. but this is becau.se most of the 
Old W orld's m onarchs have discreetly 
refrained from placing obstacles in the 
way of the enfranchisem ent of the peo­ 
ple. 
In England already, and In some 
of the other countries in a considerable 
degree, there are republics under m on­ 
archical masks. A t no previous period 
in the world's history have the people 
of the great nations (w ith the excep­ 
tion of Russia, Turkey and China) had 
so much influence over their own des­ 
tinies as they possess today.

(New York Sun.) 
Giuseppe Verdi is dead In the fullness 
of years and of honors, revered by his 
countrym en not only as the embodi­ 
m ent of the art In which Italy has been 
suprem e but as the living representa­ 
tive of the intellectual forces th a t made 
Italy one nation. The spring of melody 
th at delighted 
the 
whole 
world has 
coafcd to flow at last and nowhere in 
Italy can a successor be descried who 
can make good the loss. 
He w as the youngest and last ot the 
line of g reat composers in whom music 
and melody w as an inborn gift, which 
they chose to express through the nob­ 
lest of all instrum ents, 
the 
hum an 
voice. To them music was an a rt th at 
appealed to the heart and to the emo­ 
tions; they sang for sensitive beings 
who could be stirred; they struck the 
chords of love and joy and sorrow and 
awe as none but Italians have been 
able to strike them, and found great 
singers who could understand 
them. 
The few strong, simple passions which 
the lyric poet strives to express 
in 
words they sought to render in melo­ 
dies, and they produced flawless m as­ 
terpieces of 
"lyrical 
m elodram a" 
as 
they called them, Bellini his "N orm a," 
Donizetti "L a F avorita," Rossini 
the 
“Barbiere” and 
“Semiramlde,” 
Verdi 
the long list th a t every one knows, “II 
Trovatore,” "L.a T ravlata,” 
"E rnanl.” 
“Rlgoietto,”

and others as well known In Ita ly like 
“Nabucco'' and “I Lom bardi.”

The Independent 
elem ent which

p arty in 1892 and 
elected Mr. 
Cleveland 
would not have 
supported 
Mr. Hill. 
Mr. Cleveland had been I'l 
office and his adm inistration had doii ■ 
the country little dam age, because 
a 
Republican senate had prevented him 
from p u ttin g his tariff policy into prac­ 
tice. The m ajority of the people, how­ 
ever. did not take this fact into con- 
•sideration. and, im agining th a t as Mr. 
Cleveland 
had done no harm in one 
term he would do no harm In a sec­ 
ond term , they elected him again. But 
Mr. H ill's candidacy would have ful­ 
filled none of these conditions. 
Beside in 1892 Mr. Hill w as smirched 
with the M aynard frauds by m eans of 
which the control of the legislature of 
New York state w as stolen by th e Dem­ 
ocrats. 
Mr. H ill w as 
governor 
and 
when this nefarious piece of w ork was 
done, and he engineered It. 
although 
others bore m ost of the blame. The in­ 
telligent voters of New York would nev­ 
er have l.idorsed this steal by electing 
its chief author to the presidency. This, 
if nothing else, would have 
defeated 
him. So it is profitless to discuss what 
m ight have happened to the Democratic 
p arty had D avid B. Hill been elected 
president in 1892. The leading premise 
for an y argum ent on the subject 
is 
entirely lacking and hence no conclu­ 
sion can be draw n. 
I t m ight 
be profitable, however, to 
discuss w h at would have happened had 
Mr. Hill been nom inated by the Demo­ 
crats in 1892.

THE TAXATION OF MINES. 


The financial condition of the state 
of Colorado has Imposed upon the leg ­ 
islature the d u ty of devising som e s y s­ 
tem that w ill replenish the treasury 
and enable the state to disch arge w ith 
promptness its obligations. 
To accom ­ 
plish this, it h as becom e necessary to 
resort to a m ost vigorou s exercise of 
the general ta x in g pow er of the state 
snd thereby, to Increase the burdens 
nf its citizens. 
The financial needs of 
tho state can never becom e so ex a ct­ 
ing as to authorize the im position 
of 
oopressive taxation w hen the difficul­ 
ties that confront us m ay be overcom e 
hv a steadfast encouragem ent o£ any 
poik v that adds to the general w ealth 
of the people. 


The conditions under w hich modern 
business is conducted render it im ­ 
perative w ith the legislature to pro- 
.....ü in in is m atter with the greatest 
rare and caution. 
In m any indus­ 
tries, expenses and profits are separat­ 
ed by the narrow est m argins, and the 
distinction betw een a fair and an op­ 
pressive 
tax 
is oftentim es dim 
and 
shadowy. 
If the operation of an y tax 
measure is to retard and hinder the 
growth and developm ent of any im ­ 
portant industry, the ultim ate loss to 
ih» state is far greater than can be 
measured by the am ount of ta x es re­ 
ceived. The prim ary care of w ise sta te s­ 
manship is to augm ent and m ultiply 
ihe objects o f taxation, rather than 
o unduly Increase the ta x on special 
interests and industries. 
It, therefore, 
becomes exceed in gly im portant, In the 
eopsidération 
of a 
general 
revenue 
measure, to determ ine as nearly as 
possible the effect of increased taxa- 
t.on on the variou s industries of the 
s;ate. 


As a principle of legislation, applic­ 
able not only to the sta te but to the 
nation, m ines, m ining claim s and the 
mining industry should be free and 
exempt from taxation. 
Such a policy 
is dictated by every consideration of 
" isdom 
and 
statesm an ship. 
Indeed, 
as early as 1S50, the 
United 
States, 
which owned the fee of all the m ining 
lands, refused to em bark on the policy 
■>;' taxing the m ines, n otw ith standing the 
fact that the m illions of gold produced 
in California, w ere needed in the n a ­ 
tional treasury. 
Senator W illiam H. 
Seward voted against the policy of 
taxing the m in es and declared “that 
Hie objects of he U nited S tates in re- 
sard to the gold m ines of California 
should be to bring to the general pub­ 
lie use of th e people of 
the 
United 
States the largest possible acquisition 
nf material w ealth from their new ly- 
discovered fountains." 


Senator T h om as H. Benton, who took 
a leading part in the debate in the 
senate, w as as m uch opposed to the 
taxation of m ines as w as Senator Sew ­ 
ard, and said . 
“I, therefore, w holly 
object to the whole Idea of deriving 
revenue from the m ines. 
I recur, Mr. 
President, to m y 
fundam ental 
idea 
against m aking revenue out of the gold 
m ines. 
My idea Is that the pocket 
of the people Is the safest' treasury. 
The individual treasury of every m an's 
pocket is the sa fest treasury in the 
world.” 
On this subject, there w as 
no difference in the opinion of the sena­ 
tors of a ir parties. 


From 1850 to 1S64, the policy of the 
T'nited 
S tates 
w as 
to 
exem pt 
its 
mineral lands from taxation. 
In 1861 
a tax of o n e-h alf of one per cent., w as 
imposed on gold bullion as a m int 
tax. 
This ta x w as changed in 1865 to 
five-eighths o f one per cent, on the 
cross output of the m ines. 
The fol­ 
lowing year, a t the close of the civil 
"•ar, congress began its course of leg ­ 
islation in reference 
to 
the 
m ineral 
lands In order to 
provide a uniform 
system for th e occupation and sale of 
the m ining claim s. 


If u.ie will consider the condition of 
i he country a t th at tim e, th e action of 
congress in d ealin g w ith 
its 
m ining 
lands becom es 
very significant. 
The 
nation w as confronted w ith a debt of 
three billions of dollars, the paym ent 
of which in principal and' interest w as 
a drain upop every conceivable resource 
of the people. 
H a lf of thé country w as 
totally im poverished; its crops ruined; 
its industrial life threatened; its people 
idle; w hile thousands were taken from 
'lie fields of a ctivity and production 
to bear arm s. 
The expenses of the 
federal governm ent 
were 
v a stly in­ 
creased by th e w ar footing of the arm y 
and navy w hich, for a tim e, had to be 
m aintained. 
The north w as com pel­ 
led to raise the revenue to m eet these 
extraordinary expenses. 
A s a n eces­ 
sary result, th e objects 
of taxation 
«ere m ultiplied a hundred fold. The 
com m ittees of congress were engaged 
In discovering new m ethods of ta x a ­ 
tion, and every conceivable article of 
rommerce w a s taxed to the lim it of 
endurance. 
I t w a s proposed to add 
a tax of five per cent., on the net pro­ 
duct of thç m ines in order to raise 
additional re,venue from that source. 
After an elab orate,.d iscu ssion of the 
entire subject, 
congress not 
only re­ 
fused to add th e ta x of five per cent., 
hut proceeded, to rem ove the existin g 
tax of five-eigh th s of; one per cent. 


A t the tim e congrès^ rem oved the 
m ining tax, the federal g o /ern m en t w as 
in a m ore d istressin g financial condi­ 
tion than a t an y tim e Jn Its history, 
and yet the dem and for the rem oval of 
the ta x w a s unanim ous. 
It m ay be 
instructive to note the substance of 
* hat w as said in th e debates. 
T hom as 
A. H endricks said: “I think, instead of 
taxing the production o f 
gold, 
w e 
ought rath er to encourage Its produc- 
tion, esp ecially w h ile w e have a pub- 
1- ’ debt on our; shoulders. 
The pres­ 
ent tax, as Iu n d erstan d , is five-eigh th s 
of one per cent, upon the gross produc­ 
tion. 
I should lik e' tat see that re­ 
pealed. 
I thin k it is v w y undesirable 
to tax the m in es "at all.” 
Such w as 
the sentim ent of Senators C onness.N ye, 
Stewart. M cD ougal and Sherm an. It 
is sign ificant 
th a t, Jthe_ U n ited sta te s 
senate w as ‘Of the opinion th at the 
very best tyay to pay a n ation al debt 
of three billion dollars Was to rem ove 
the tax on m ines, ra th er-th a n to in­ 
crease it. 
And thé ;poliey received 
the unqualified approval of the people, 
because it ..was consonant w ith the 
ilpest w isdom . 


A brief suur/ey of the growth and 
development of the west will not be- 
■•inlnleiealing becaùseUie mainspring 
r'f all western Immigration - was the 
mining industry. JAt :lhe close of the 
Mexican war. iks .territory west of the 


revenues of the governm ent were im ­ 
proved, and, in the short space of ten 
years, the assessed valu ation of the 
property o f the U nited S ta tes w as in­ 
creased over nine thousand m illions 
of dollars, w hile the nation al debts 
of Europe were reduced one-half, and 
the value of all the property of the 
world w as, w ithin the sam e tim e, in ­ 
creased over tw o hundred per cent. 
In our own day w e h a /e w itnessed 
the creation of eigh t new states out 
of a territory that in 1854 contained a 
population of eleven hundred w h ite in ­ 
habitants. W ould It not have been the 
height of im policy and folly to have 
taxed the gold production th at w rought 
these m arvels? 
Indeed, w ould not the 
governm ent have been justified In g iv ­ 
ing bounties for the production of gold? 
B ecause fortunes were m ade out of 
m ining, w as it an inducem ent to tax 
the source and fountain of the nation’s 
w ealth and prosperity? 


H ad it not been for the generous 
system of free m ining w hich congress 
establish ed in 1850 and has sin ce m ain­ 
tained, the w est w ould have remained 
a part of the "Great A m eiican Desert" 
and the taxable w ealth of the nation 
would not be one-fifth of its present 
sum . 
W hat w e now occupy, the m iner 
has discovered and added to the wealth 
of the nation. 
E very day testifies to 
the w isdom and generosity of congress. 
It sells to the m iner for a m erely 
nom inal sum m ineral land that m ay 
be w orth m illions. 
W h at w ould the 
the people of this sta te think of a 
m an who would advocate in congress 
the sale of the m ining lands at their 
full cash value as a revenue m easure? 
If sm h a policy should be adopted, 
the cost to the nation w ould be incal­ 
culable. 
And, yet. it m ight be flip­ 
pantly asked 
'W hy should this gov­ 
ernm ent sell its m ineral lands at less 
than their full cash valu e?” 
If tax­ 
ation of the producer of the precious 
m etals had ever been regarded as leg it­ 
im ate or w ise, the policy would cer­ 
tainly have been adopted by the n a ­ 
tional adm inistration, unfriendly as it 
is to silver, to m eet the expenses of 
the Spanish-A m erican war; and, yet, 
notw ith standing the fa ct that the U n i­ 
ted S tates ow ns the fee o f its unpat- 
entcd m ineral lands, congress 
neve 
undertook to im pose the sm allest tax. 
V nder 
these 
circum stances it m ight 
again have been flippantly asked "If 
everyth in g else is to be taxed, w hy 
not ta x the m ines?” The an sw er would 
have been plain and sim ple. 


It should be clear to a Colorado leg ­ 
islature that any policy w hich a u g ­ 
m ents and encourages the production 
of the precious m etals adds to the value ' 
of all taxable property in the state; ' 
and, any policy which depresses and 
retards the production of the prcclous j 
m etals, depresses and reduces the value I 
of all other species of property. 
It i 
seem s clear, therefore, th at any tax i 
upon the producers of gold or silver 
is 
the 
very 
w orst 
form 
of j 
double 
taxation, 
because 
it 
is j 
not 
only 
a 
tax 
on 
the 
gold 
and ' 
silver 
produced, 
but 
it 
is a lax I 
upon every other form and character 
of property, whose value is m easured 
by gold and silver. 
B ut such a tax is 
even w orse than this. 
It adds to the 
burden of every debt by low ering the 
value of all property, other than money. 
A s long as there is Indebtedness in the 
world, m ines w hich produce gold and 
silver should be free from taxation, 
because a dollar's worth of gold or 
silver is infinitely m ore valuable to 
the world than a dollar’s w orth of 
anv other perishable com m odity. 
As 
a m atter of policy and w isdom , it is 
as indefensible for th is state to Impose 
a tax on m ines w hich produce the 
m oney m etals of the world, as it w as 
for congress to destroy the m oney fu n c­ 
tions of silver. 
A tax on m ines, to the 
industrial and com m ercial world, is as 
had as a lim itation on the atm osphere 
w ould be to the physical world. 
To 
im pose a tax on gold and silver is to 
im pose a tax upon 
the 
life-givin g 
power of the nation. 


W henever 
the 
m ining industry is 
prosperous, the people of the sta te are 
prosperous; but, w henever the m ining 
industry is in trouble, every industry 
in Colorado is in stan tly aflferted. 
A 
heavy tax on m ines is an additional tax 
clearly beyond that paid by other pro­ 
ducers, and 
an additional tax on a 
class 
of 
m en w hose property costs 
them 
m ore 
than 
anv 
other 
class 
of 
m en 
w ho 
hunt 
for 
property; 
an additional tax on 
that 
product 
w hich you need more than any other 
is needed; and an additional tax upon 
that w hich will relieve your burdens. 


railroad m ileage of the sta te is depend­ 
ent upon, and w as constructed 
for, 
the m ining industry. The country w hich 
is traversed by these railroads, in going 
to and from the m ining regions, is all 
made more valuable on that account 
and all of It is taxable. 


W e have a population o f two h u n ­ 
dred thousand souls entirely dependent 
upon the m ines, and their property is 
taxed. 
The supplies necessary to su s­ 
tain 
them 
are 
taxed. 
E verythin g 
th ey w ear 
or 
consum e, 
is 
or 
can 
be. 
taxed 
by 
the 
state, 
and 
their 
labor 
is 
constan tly creating 
other objects o f taxation. 
It is d if­ 
ficult to discover and species of prop­ 
erty in this state, the taxation of w hich 
is not directly, or indirectly, borne by 
the proceeds of the m ines. 
The sam e 
cannot be said of an y other industry. 
If the proposed revenue law 
should 
specifically abolish taxation of m ines, 
excep t the net proceeds thereof, as It 
oua*ht to do,one-half of all the taxes 
paid in the 
state 
would 
still 
com e 
from the operation of our m ines. 
The 
history of the state during the past 
thirty years conclu sively dem onstrates 
th at the proceeds of the m ines of Col­ 
orado are very largely and very quickly 
invested In tax-p ayin g property. 
The 
increased valuation 
of 
the 
taxable 
property 
of 
D enver 
and 
Colorado 
Springs is an instance of this condi­ 
tion. 
Illustrations of this kind could 
be extended 
Indefinitely. 
W hen 
the 
taxation of a railroad or a sm elter is 
Increared. 
their charges for hauling 
and treatin g ore will increase, In order 
to m eet the expense of increased ta x ­ 
ation, and, thus, an additional burden 
will be placed on the m ining industry 
of the state. 


If. in addition to the increased ta x a ­ 
tion on all other property, is added 
an increase in the taxation on m ines 
and m ining claim s, 
the 
result 
will 
neeesssirily be oppressive. 
The 
chicf 
elem ent that enters into the value of 
a m ine is its gross production, and, 
w henever there Is a production of ore, 
it is faxed. 
The resu lt m ust follow 
that 
the 
ore w ill be taxed as ore 
before it goes to the m ill or sm elter, 
and, w hen its proceeds are rem itted 
from the mill or sm elter, it will again 
becom e taxable under the heading of 
"m oneys, notes and credits.” 
So that 
the sta te will tax a m iner on the basis 
of tw o dollars for every dollar that is 
taken from the m ine. 
It ought not 
to require any argum en t to show that 
the original source of the m oney w hich 
Is invested in taxable property, from 
w hich the sta te derives its revenue, 
should be free and exem pt from ta x a ­ 
tion. 
W hen the proceeds of the m ine 
are to be taxed, first as ore, and sec­ 
ondly. as m oney, it will strongly tend 
to discourage the Investm ent of such 
m oney derived from 
the 
m ines, 
in 
property that is taxable. 


If this is to obtain, it is putting a, 
prem ium 
on 
the investm en t of the 
sta te in securities that are not ta x ­ 
able, and the value of all the taxable 
and revenue-producing w ealth of the 
people 
is thereby reduced in value. 
It cannot be that such a result is con­ 
tem plated. 
On the other hand, if the 
original source from w hich the m oney 
I is acquired is exem pt from taxation, 
the proceeds of every m ine will be 
taxed but once, as m oney or property. 
Under such conditions, the owner of 
the m oney would more naluraly hasten 
to in vest it in producing 
properties 
that m ay be taxed, rather than permit 
it to rem ain in the form of unpro­ 
ductive capital or property that Is su b ­ 
ject to a like taxation. 
It would be 
w iser to invest the m oney in creating 
an incom e-producing property than to 
allow it to rem ain idle and unproduc­ 
tive. A governm ent bond, bearing only 
tw o per cent, interest, free from ta x ­ 
ation, Is better than property in this 
state, bearing six per cent., which is 
taxed twice. 
But taxable property in 
this state, bringing an incom e of six 
per cent, and, taxed but once, is b et­ 
ter than a governm ent bond that is not 
taxed. 
The m om ent the state rem its 
the taxation on m ines, it will increase 
the taxable w ealth of the state to a 
vastly greater am ount than it rem its, 
and will be the ultim ate gainer by 
such a policy. 
Such legislative action 
would do m ore to induce the in v est­ 
m ent of m oney in this sta te than any 
other policy that could be adopted. 


M any of the m em bers of the T hir­ 
teenth general assem bly hav£ 
spent 
som e tim e at least in the active pros­ 
ecution of m ining as an occupation. 
Their testim ony w ill bear me out in 
the assertion that it is unlike any other 
business known to m an. 
Its exactions 
are unending; 
its rew ards poor and 
m eager. 
In no other occupation are 
there so m any failures. 
It is alw ays 
expenditure: rarely an income. 
It has 
been estim ated by exports that every 
dollar of silver that w as produced at 
A spen cost nearly three dollars. 
A fter 
untold hardships encountered, after a 
drain upon the physical and financial 
resources of the prospector and m iner 
of the state, it is an injustice to levy 
a heavy tax upon the poor return the 
m iner receives. 
E specially is this true 
if the entire gross output of the mine 
is to be taxed, and we m ust bear in 
mind that in adopting the “full cash 
valu e” basis for m ines the total gross 
output m ust necessarily be taxed. The 
gross output of a m ine represents the 
total am ount of m oney that has gone 
Into the m ine, as well as the am ount 
of the profits. 
A s a general rule, only 
on e-fifth of the gross output of the 
m ines represents the net proceeds. 
In 
instances the proportion m ay be great- 
or less. 
The four-fifths of the out- 


theory th at it contains a m ine because 
It happens to be located in th e vicin ity 
of a m ine, the m iner w ith little or no 
capital w ill find his occupation gone. 


If the g rea test good to the greatest 
num ber is to be sought, the lim it of 
taxation im posed upon an y non-pro­ 
ducing claim in this sta te should be 
the am ount w hich m ust be paid to the 
governm ent for the fee of the land 
upon its entry for patent. 
W hile this 
system m ay cause 
inju stice in rare 
cases, it w ill be injustice on the proper 
side of the account, and, as a general 
rule or legislative regulation, it would 
be productive of great good. 
N o one 
a t all fam iliar w ith m ining, and the 
character of the people engaged In 
that 
business, 
can cite an instance 
where 
taxation w as ever a healthy 
stim ulu s to developm ent. 
In the groat 
m ining sta tes o f U tah, N evad a and 
M ontana, th e taxes are im posed upon 
the m ines on the valuation of the g ov­ 
ernm ent price per acre. The Anaconda, 
Silver K in g and Com stock m ines, w hich 
have produced 
m illions 
of 
dollar's 
worth of ore arc taxed on the basis 
of their net proceeds, and a t the sum 
of five dollars per acre. 
In the Con­ 
stitutional convention of the state of 
Utah, the subject of the taxation of 
m ines w as very elaborately discussed, 
and a provision w as inserted In the 
constitution to the effect that, m ines, 
except the net proceeds thereof, should 
be taxed at the price paid the g ov­ 
ernm ent therefor. 
This provision re­ 
ceived the unqualified approval of the 
people of U tah, and Colorado should 
certainly hasten to do likew ise. 


T hat such w as the intention of the 
people of th is sta te is m anifest from 
our own constitution. 
Section !l of Ar­ 
ticle 10 provides: 
"All taxes shall be 
uniform upon the sam e class of su b ­ 
jects 
“ * 
* and shall be levied and 
collected 
under general law s. which 
shall prescribe such regulations as shall 
secure a ju st valuation for taxation of 
all property, real and personal: Pro­ 
vided. that m ines and m ining claim s, 
bearing gold, silver and other precious 
m ptals (except the net proceeds and 
surface 
im provem ents 
thereof) shall 
be exem pt from taxation for the period 
of ten years from the date of the adop­ 
tion of this constitution, and there­ 
after m ay be taxed as provided by 
law .” 


It will lie noticed that the constitution 
m akes all property in the state, real 
and personal, subject to taxation, ex ­ 
cept the m ines. 
For a period of ten 
years, at least, they are to be exem pt­ 
ed from this l.urden and. after that, 
the legislature m ay tax them . 
It m ust 
be borne in m ind, however, that the 
word 
"m ay” 
in 
this section 
is not 
to be construed to m ean the 
word 
"shall." 
If the legislature desired to 
exem pt m ines from taxation forever, it 
has the authority of the constitution 
for Its action. 
W hile the constitution 
com m ands the legislature to tax all 
other kinds of property, it does not 
contain a m andate to tax the m ines. 
It w as the evident 
purpose 
of 
the 
fram ers of the constitution 
to take 
the m ines of the state out of the gen ­ 
eral classes of property from which di­ 
rect revenue by taxation w as to be 
derived. 
The revenues 
of the state 
were to be com puted on the value of 
property other than m ines and m ining 
claim s. 
If. how ever, tin- legislature is 
to resort to the taxation of m ining 
lands, it m ust keep in mind the other 
constitutional 
provision 
to 
prescribe 
such rules and regulations as will se ­ 
cure a ju st valuation of property for 
taxation. 
" 


It Is not fair or just to say that m ill­ 
ing' land shall be taxed as town lots, 
or farm s, or cattle ranges are taxed. 
The value of all farm lands can be a s­ 
certained to a reasonable 
certainty. 
Tae products of farm s and ranges m ay 
be seen and m easured. The real worth 
of a town lot m ay be closely e sti­ 
m ated. 
N ot so with a mine or m ining 
claim . 
Its value can only be lixed by 
the most exh au stive and extensive de­ 
velopm ent. 1 The value of a farm or 
range is its surface, the value of a town 


m ine will be, not upon one-fifth c f its 
gross output, as at present, but upon, 
at least, the total gross output, to­ 
gether w ith an additional sum he m ay 
think 
the 
property Is worth. 
T his 
m eans an increase in taxation of at 
least four hundred per cent, on the 
mine, over w hat Is paid at present, 
and, in all probability, an actu al in­ 
crease of from five hundred per cent, 
to seven hundred and fifty per cent. 
The non-productive 
claim s, 
assessed 
for w h at the assessor thinks they will 
bring a t a voluntary sale m ust stand 
an increase of from three hundred to 
fi ve hundred per cent. 
The actual op­ 
eration of the law m ay be seen in 
the table w hich is published as an ap­ 
pendix. 


If the real value of the m ining prop­ 
erty of the state should be increased, 
even to the sm allest perceptible de­ 
gree ,a corresponding increase in ta x ­ 
ation w ould not be objectionable, but, 
w hen w e increase the taxation on the 
m ining claim s of Colorado, over 400

m it an act of the m ost glaring in ­ 
justice. The fact that m ining property 
has not been taxed at its full cash 
value in the past cannot ju stify the 
proposed action, because the people of 
this state never intended that m ines 
should be taxed at their 
full 
cash 
value. 
If they had so intended, they 
would have said so in their con sti­ 
tution. 
It does not seem to be either 
lust or w ise for the present general 
assem bly to ruthlessly and suddenly 
increase the tax on m ines over 400 per 
cent. 
If the legislature is determ ined 
to increase the taxation on all other 
property, it should certainly h esitate 
before Imposing a trem endous increase 
on the one vital and controlling In­ 
dustry of this state w hich sustains 
the value of all other property.

m easure is as logical as an attem pt to 
m urder the goose that laid the golden 
eggs. 
It Is a vain effort to raise more 
m oney by the dubious m eans of cutting 
off Its source cf supply. 


M ines and m ining claim s, m ore than 
a n y other species of property m ul­ 
tiply the objects 
of 
taxation. 
The 
industry has brought sm elters into the 
state, has built railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines, has caused the erection 
of hundreds of mills, the m anufacture 
and im portation of m illions of dollar's 
worth of m achinery, has opened up 
and m ade valuable fields of coal, oil 
and 
iron, 
has 
m ade 
cities 
and 
tow ns, discovered new m arkets for the 
produce of the farm er, stockm an and 
m anufacturer; all of which are im m e­ 
diately taxed by the state, and. under 
the proposed law , a t their full cash 
value. 
The proceeds of a m ine are 
spent in building a home, which Is 
taxed; In erecting a 
great 
business 
block, w hich is taxed; in p u ttin g up 
hotels and theaters, w hich are taxed; 
in building bridges, w hich are taxed; 
in buying farm s and ranches and or­ 
chards. w hich are taxed: in creating 
a hundred different occupations, which 
are taxed; in constructing lines o f rail­ 
road, which are taxed; in providing for 
sy stem s of water, light and heat, which 
are taxed, and in layin g out canals for 
irrigation, w hich are taxed . 
In the 
vicin ity of m ines, a tow n or city will 
sprin g up, all of w hose property is im­ 
m ed iately taxable, and the existen ce of 
w hich Is absolutely dependent upon 
the m ines. In the city of D enver, tw o- 
thirds. a t least, of-Jts taxable w ealth 
has been crcated by the m ining in ­ 
dustry and all o f the taxable w ealth 
of the m ining camps is due directly 
to the same source., Two-thirds of the 


es of the m iners, the cost of su p ­ 
plies, the am ount spent in roads and 
tram s, and the m achinery and other 
applian ces necessary in the operation 
of the m ine. 
In short, it m ust rep­ 
resent the enterprise and effort e x ­ 
pended ¡n producing the ore. and, con­ 
sequently. any tax on anything but the 
net proceeds of m ines is a tax upon 
labor and effort, and not a tax upon 
w ealth or capital. 


But the greatest inju stice under the 
proposed law w ould be 
worked on 
tho owners of non-producing claim s. 
W hile it m ay be true, a s som e have 
contended, that the great m ines of the 
state are owned abroad, the non-pro­ 
ducers are alm ost entirely the prop­ 
erty of our own prospectors and m in­ 
ers. 
If a claim that does not pro­ 
duce any ore is to be taxed on the 
theory that it m ay contain a bonanza, 
and the non-producers in som e of the 
d istrict of the state, notably Cripple 
Creek, are so assessed, how can the 
average prospector, without an Income 
from his mine, hope to pay his in­ 
creased 
taxation, and, at the sam e 
tim e, proceed w ith his w ork? 
It is a 
fact, know n to every person fam iliar 
w ith m ining, th at three-fourths of the 
tim e spent by the great body of m in­ 
ers is in exploration work that does not 
avail them of profits, but which is 
ultim ately the basis of great producers. 
It is a m atter of com m on know ledge 
th at nearly all m ines in the various 
sta g es of developm ent produce som e 
gold and silver, but, until they are 
on a dividend basis, the assessm en ts 
and expenses o f keeping them in opera­ 
tion 
exceed the product a hundred 
tim es. 
If every piece of land th a t is 
segregated from the public m ineral do­ 
m ain is to be a ssessed -an d taxed a c ­ 
cording to w h at » local assessor may 
think its full* ca*b value, and on the 
• ' 
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lot is determ ined by its size and loca- 
j pany alone, the Portland, would pay 
tion, w hile the value of a m ine is do- “ 
pendent upon the m ineral 
values be­ 
neath the surface. 
A claim “''may lie 
contiguous to the richest m ine in tin1 
world, and vet. not contain a pound 
of ore. 
M illions of dollars m ay be, 
and often tim es are, expended on such 
claim s without the return of a single 
penny. 
All of the pay ore of ;m entire 
district m ay be contained within the 
space of one acre. 
Until the m ine be­ 
gins its actual output, every effort to 
arrive at a just valuation of the prop­ 
erty is w holly conjectural. 
It is for 
these and sim ilar reasons that the con­ 
stitution has enjoined upon tlie leg is­ 
lature tho duty of prescribing such 
rules as will secure the just valuation 
of property. 
To leave this im portant 
duty to the arbitrary caprice or whim 
of an assessor is som ething the con­ 
stitution nevei contem plated. 


The revenue bill, House Bill No. 1. 
fails to prescribe such regulations. Its 
provisions are that m ines, like other 
properly, are to be assessed and taxed 
at llieir full cash value. 
The peculiar 
character of m ining property m akes it 
im possible to be justly assessed and 
taxed like other property. 
The act in­ 
dicates that it considers the full cash 
value of a m ine to he its market value, 
or the am ount the property wuuld bring 
at a voluntary sale. 
The m arket value 
of any property is its public value, 
that is. w h at it would bring in open 
m arket. 
A ny person at all fam iliar 
w ith 
m ining know s that 
it is very 
raie for any character of a m ining 
claim to have a m arket value. 
In or­ 
der to sell m ining claim s at all. it is 
necessary to have the exact character 
of a claim that is w anted by an in ­ 
dividual purchaser. 
There is a m arket 
for a lim ited num ber of m ining stocks, 
but there is no m arket for 
m ining 
claim s. 
A gain, if w e are to take the 
am ount a claim would bring at vol­ 
untary sale as the criterion of its value, 
how is the assessor to determ ine w hat 
the claim would bring at such a sale? 
In this respect, the revenue bill seem s 
to be fatally d efective in failin g to pre­ 
scribe any regulations by w hich to ar­ 
rive at the Just value of m ines. 


A com parison 
of 
the taxation of 
m ines under the present law and under 
the proposed revenue m easure reveals 
the fact that the increase of the ta x a ­ 
tion on m ines is m uch greater than 
the increase o f taxation on any other 
species of property. 
W hile the con­ 
stitution does not say that property 
shall be taxed at its full cash value, 
the sta tu tes im pose that duty on the 
assessors. 
Pub lic opinion w ould not 
sustain the full cash value basis w ith 
the result th at property has been a s­ 
sessed a t from one-tliird to one-half 
its value. 
If the provisions of the rev­ 
enue bill are fu lly 
executed, it will 
m ean that taxation on all property in 
the state, excep t m ines, will be in ­ 
creased from one hundred to two hun­ 
dred per cent. 
T he provisions o f the 
present law , in reference to the ta x a ­ 
tion of m ines, provides; that producing 
properties, viz, those that produce m in­ 
eral during th e year of the value of 
one thousand dollars or more, shall be 
assessed and taxed on the basis of one- 
flfth of the gross output. 
O ne-fifth of 
the gross output is supposed to be the 
actu al net proceeds of the m ine, as 
has been explained elsew here. 
M ining 
claim s producing less than one thou­ 
sand dollars in m ineral during the year 
are assessed “a s other real esta te.” 


It m ay be sa fely asum ed th at If a 
m ine produces $10,000 during the year, 
the assessor w ill a ssess the. m ine for 
a t least 
the am ount of Its production, 
and. In all probability, for a great deal 
m ore than its actu al production. 
H e 
m ay sa y th at the full cash value o f th e 
m ine is certainly a s m uch a s it pro­ 
duces during the year.

The 
new 
club 
house,

opened yesterday on the site in F orty- 
fourth street, given to the club by J. 
Pierpont Morgan, is both 
coscy 
and 
luxurious. 
Jt has quiet nooks for the 
men w hose stories begin w ith "In the 
spring of 62," and elaborately furnish­ 
ed apartm ents for the younger class, 
and every part of the beautiful build­ 
ing is arranged and decorated w ith fit­ 
tings and design s which leave no doubt 
in the mind of the visitor as to the na­ 
ture of the club.

There have been many explanations, 
more or less satisfactory of the result of 
the- presidential campaign of 1900.

Still there 
has been In some minds, a longing for 
more accurate and authentic information, 
but the Intensity of that yearning has 
been mitigated by a confident expecta­ 
tion that It would eventually be gratified 
through that infallible authority on Am­ 
erican affairs the Saturday Review, of 
London, England. 
“All things come to 
him who w aits.” 
Tho expected has come 
from London, and the yearners needn't 
expend another yearn. 


A correspondent of the Review has writ­ 
ten a communication of which the editor 
of that publication remarks, with awful 
impressiveness of manner, that it reveals 
“much that m akes Mr. M cKinley's suc­ 
cess at the polls intelligible and almost 
as much that m akes it discreditable."

A G iant In d u stry . 


A ccording to Prof. R. H. Thurston, 
who w rites of "The Steel Industry of 
Am erica," in the February Century. Sir 
H enry Bessem er's invention has added 
more to the world's w ealth than any 
other save the steam engine. 
The fol­ 
low ing figures give an idea of the extent 
of the production of steel throughout 
the world: 


The world’s 
product 
of 
Bessem er 
steel In 1892 would have m ade a colon­ 
nade of pillars 20 feet in diam eter and 
100 high, 1,672 in number, extending 
over three m iles, 8.".6 on each hand, or 
a sin gle row six m iles long. 
Every 
w orking day in that year there was 
produced the equivalent of between five 
and six such colum ns, and a day's w oik 
resulted in the output 
of pea’rly as 
m uch as w as Ihe total annual product 
of the great city of Sheffield at the time 
of B essem er's invention. 
The annual 
production of 
Bessem er steel was, in 
another comparison, shown to 
lie the 
equivalent of a column 100 feet in d i­ 
am eter. the size of a m oderately large 
gas holder, and 6,684 feet 6 inches high 
—a m ile and a third. This would be IB1;, 
tim es as high as the cross on the dome 
of St. P au l’s in London. 
One tw elfth 
of its altitu de would m easure Ihe pro­ 
duction of a single m onth and would 
rise to above the height of the W ash ­ 
ington m onum ent. A single hour would 
yield a pillar of steel 9 feet in diam eter 
and about 140 feet high, the altitude of 
a tall church steeple. 
The work of a 
year would construct a steel wall 5 feet 
in thickness, 20 feel high, and 100 miles 
long, which would be enough lo in'dose 
I.ondm and its suburbs in a c i r c l e ra­ 
diating over 30 m iles from St. Paul’s or 
the Bank. 
The foundation of the wall 
itself would occupy tift acres. 


The United States enters the new cen­ 
tury w ith just about this total produc­ 
tion of steel.

“All this "cutting and carving" N a ­ 
poleon did without tile sligh test regard 
for "Hie exasperation of tile transferred 
souls." 
.Moreover, by his m ania foe 
m oving boundaries and sh iftin g realm s, 
he created a feeling of Im perm anence 
and insecurity. 
"He never seem s to 
have given a thought to the storm of 
undying hatred, rancor, and rcvengo 
that was ehating and raging below." 


Lord Rosebery think it "only fair to 
add" that the congress of his enem ies 
at 
Vienna 
proceeded, with 
flattering 
Imitation, on ihe sam e principles as to 
"cutting and carving." 


Looking out unon the world as it now 
is, 
one 
cannot 
help asking;, 
with a; 
shudder, whether, aside from all q ues­ 
tions of original right and wrong, the 
m istake of Napoleon, repeated in som a 
m easure by the allies. Is one altogether 
avoided In our time by the very nations 
that believe them selves the m ost civ il­ 
ized the most 
enlightened, the m ost 
and Sou:h Africa!

CHINA PLENIPOTENTIARIES 
:- 


READY TO COME TO TERMS 


Peking, Feb. 5.—The Chinese pleni- 


potentiaries, Prince Chlrig and'Ll Hung 
Chang, had a protracted meeting this 
morning with 
the 
foreign 
envoys. 


Twelve names of prominent Chinese of- 
ficials were submitted with the request 
that China keep faith with'the powers 
and punish the persons named com- 
mensurately with their offenses. 
The Chinese plenipotentiaries replied 
that China's earnest hope was to carry 
out fully the demands of the powers 
and that she felt sure the punishment, 
which would be Inflicted would be sat- 
isfactory. 
It was discovered that two out of 12 


of the persons named were already 
dead. 
In certain cases the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries gave reasons why. the pun- 
ishment Inflicted should be banishment 
and not death, asserting that In these ' 
cases they particularly desired banish- 
ment because the persons In question 
were so closely related to the throne. 


After a long conversation on the sub- 
ject of punishment It was decided that 
the foreign envoys should draw up a 
full list of all accused officials, both 
national and provincial, with Indict- 
ments specifying the guilt, of each and 
a statement of the punishment re- 
quired which would then be presented 
to the Chinese plenipotentiaries for deft 
nlte action. 
, 
LI Hung Chans, who Is very weak 
from his recent illness, had to be car- 
ried in and out of the British legation. 
He is unable to 
walk, but his head 
seems to be as clear aa ever. 
The Rwslsn envoys were Impressed 
with the evTdfes desire of both Prince 
Gblng and LI Hung Chang to come to 
terms. 
Prince Chlng asked whether, 
provided China showed by every means 
In her power a desire to carry out the 


terms of the-Joint note, the foreigner 
troops would leave Peking. 
The foreign envoys replied that thl* 
was a subject they could not discuss 
beyond saying that If everything were 
satisfactory they believed the powers 
would begin to withdraw the troops 
early In the coming spring, but that' 
this depended largely* upon the Chinese, 
themselves.

said they desired to know the names of 
the places where guards would be kept 
for the purpose of maintain? communi- 
cation with the seas In accordance with" 
the terms ot the joint note.

He asked It the guards -would be a(* 
lowed over all parts of the olty. 


To this Inquiry the reply wa» given 
that the guards would certainly not: 
be allowed to Interfere with any avo- 
cations of the Chinese, but would be 
merely kept to guard the legations ;.ln 
case of necessity. Prince, Chlng was 
assured that In whatever part of the 
city the legation 
guards might tf» 
they would be requested to conform" 
with laws which would be agreed upon 
under pain of severe punishment for 
any infraction. 


The Chinese plenipotentiaries also' 
touched upon the question of the forts', 
asking If It would be necessary to de- 
stroy these. .As there seemed to '.ha':

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FUNERAL OF THE LATE QUEEN 


London, Feb. 2.—"It has been a great 


reign," spoke Mr. Balfour, In his eulogy 
"before the house of commons, "and it 
has a happy ending." 


All London and thousands from the 


remotest villages of the kingdom paid 
their final homage to the queen today 
In her capital, and assuredly, as Mr. 
Balfour says, the end of her reign, 
which Is now passed into history, was 
happy. Deep solemnity filled all hearts. 
There was reminiscent grief—the feel- 
ing that one-of the empire's great' in- 
stitutions was missing—but no such 
.sorrow as surrounded the coffins of Lin- 
coln and Qarfleld, cut off before their 
work was. done. Every one felt, that 
the inevitable death had dealt kindly 
with their sovereign; that her passing 
had been as happy as her life was use- 
ful. They gathered to honor her mem- 
ory rather than to mourn her loss. 


.- - Grateful to America. 


The king and queen, in a special audi- 


ence crantefl Ambassador Choate and 
Secretary of Embassy White, after the 
conclusion of the services at Windsor, 


• expressed themselves as .profoundly 


touched by the manifestations of Sym- 
pathy in America. 
In the course of 


conversations had by Mr. White With 
other members of the royal family, all 
gave expression to similar sentiments. 


As a queen, Victoria was an exemplar 


of the solid, virtues and aspirations and 
lives of the middle class of Englishmen 
.and they fittingly seemed the most sin- 
cere .mourners. 


All business ceased, even the drink- 


Ing houses closed their doors during the 
day. The newspapers suspended publi- 
cation and life In London, like the rest 
of the empire turned from Its custom- 
ary channels and was focused upon 
three miles of West End streets: upon 
the coftm containing the body which 
was now merely a symbol of Victoria's 
Belt whom Often before Londoners had 
.cheered, assembled as they were today, 
but on ocassions of rejoicing. To the 
American the ceremonials, with all the 
theatricals trappings of -royalty, were 


not more expressive than the funeral of 
a chief magistrate chosen hy the people 


A Most Memorable Occasion. 


The kings and princes, beneath sllvo 


helmets and

conts, were men, but the sight seen of 
the kins riding after the coftin of his 
mother and queen, with - four other 
kings and half a hundred of the high- 
est royalties of European dynasties fol- 
lowing and the herldltary quaint at- 
taches of court, was one never to be 
forgotten. 


The popular mourning was less gen- 


eral and oscntatlous than it would have 
been In the Dnlted States. The multi- 
tudes were remarkable.

Including the massing or 
3,0.00(1 .troops and the entertainment of 
all the visiting personages was an ad- 
mirable example of organization.

Windsor,'Feb. 2.—By noon many no- 


tabilities In full uniform had arrived 
and the streets were jammed.

scarlet cloaks of the life guards, the 
busbies of the grenadiers and the in- 
fantry lined the streets picturesquely. 


The court yard of the castle was filled 


with privileged spectators.

wreaths were placed outside the chapel 
walls and almost covered the steps, up 
which the coffln was brought.

Senator H. H. Seldomridge is down

"I believe the legislature can be ready 


to adtourn by March 16. It Is Impos- 
sible to tell how long It will take on the 
revenue bill, but after that Is In hand 
I propose to ask the legislature to ad- 
journ as quickly,as possible.- The other 
hills are not comparatively of import- 
ance. 


"I find there is a great deal of Inter- 
est in the amendment bills. I hare in- 
troduced one to take up all of the 
state's debts In bonds, as suggested In 
the Gazette of late date. That would 
be a good thing as clearing up the in- 
debtedness and reducing the interest. 
I think there IB B chance for the meas- 
ure to be adopted." 


"How 
about the capital punishment 
bill?" 


"The 
bill Is safe In the senate with a 
majority In favor. There may be some 
difference over the electrocution clause 
but the bill will he adopted. 
"A measure that I think of Interest 
is that requiring the county treasurer 
to Rive a three months' notice to prop- 
erty owners who have forfeited their 
property by tax sales. They will have 
three months In which to redeem them 
before the deed Issues. A number of 
mining1 companies have lost their prop- 
erty because of not knowing that they 
had been sold out."

orms were covered with purple cloth. 
On another platform, facing that at 
vhlch the queen's train was to arrive, 
guards of 
honor, composed of blue- 


ackets and 
grenadier 
guards, were 
rawn up. The broad roadway separ- 
ating the two was swept clean and 
anded, and little purple-covered plat- 
orms, from 
which • members of the 


oyal party were expected to mount 
hefr horses, were placed at intervals 
at the side and center. 


At 10 o'clock an army of grooms with 


horses arrived, and thenceforward dls- 
Ingulshed British naval and military 
>fflcers and foreign royalties In daz- 
zling uniforms came In quick succes- 
:lon. 
The lord chamberlain and his

Around the coffin walked the stalwart 
bearers, non-commissioned officers of 
the guard and household cavalry, and 
on either side were the queon'a equer- 
ries, lords In ,waltlng and physicians. 
All the uniforms wore covered with 
long, dark cloaks. 


The spectacle was so quickly past 


that the spectators hardly realized It 
or had time to bare their heads or 
comprehend the details, when a group 
of magnificently attired horsemen, with 
sparkling helmets and coats, mounted 
on beautiful chargers, was before them.

ostentatious a person was seen in the 
procession.

"Dear Senator:—I have your letter 
vlth regard to Lieut.

I need not say to you that no 
ne feels this more keenly than myself, 
r has done more to endeavor to secure 
notice for the men who conducted and 
onsummated the.

THE CUBAN SITUATION. 
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HE STATE OF COLORADO has been in 


business for itself nearly twenty-five years 
and during that period its transactions 
have been very large, Its growth enormous 


and its development marvelous. 


It would be strange indeed If during that busy 


period no errors had been committed, no mistakes 
made, no frauds perpetrated. Unquestionably, much 
of the' financial trouble now confronting the state 
might have been avoided had some of bur govern- 
ors given more attention to the state's Interests and 
less to their own political advancement for It Is 
evident that by a little foresight much of the 
present floating indebtedness could have

N COMMENTING the other day upon the necessity for 


an extra session the Gazette spoke of the problems 
in the Philippines, Puerto Rico and Cuba as requir- 
ing prompt and thorough consideration. 
A Washington correspondent of the Chicago Tlmea- 


Herald, usually well informed in national affairs, con- 
siders that the Cuban problem is the'One most pressing 
and the one most likely to cause serious trouble. 


The situation in Cuba is briefly this. By the Toller 


resolution congress pledged the United States to withdraw 
from Cuba after securing peace and disclaimed any inten- 
tion of annexing the Islands. When the constitutional 
convention was called in Cuba the people were Invited to 
adopt a constitution and also to agree upon the terms 
governing the future relations of the island and the 
United States. They have nearly completed the constitu- 
tion, but they have shown no Intention of doing anything 
towards a recognition that the* United States IE to be 
consulted in any way as interested in their domestic or 
foreign affairs. 
The constitution of Cuba is expected 


to be satisfactory to the United States, as affording a 
basis for stable government and releasing us from the 
obligations assumed by us as a result of destroying the 
Spanish authority over the islands. 


But the difllculty iff that there is absolutely no prece- 


dent In the matter. No one knows exactly what power con- 
gress has, and no one seems to be certain how the power 
It does have should be exercised. It is manifestly absurd 
that congress should be called on to ratify the constitu- 
tion of a foreign state, but on the other hand unless con- 
gress is satisfied that the Cubans are capable of Belt gov- 
ernment and have adopted a constitution that will secure 
that end, it is clearly a mistake to withdraw the Ameri- 
can troops from the Island and to give it over to anarchy 
and disorder. 


Some time ago the American authorities In the Is- 


land evolved the clever scheme of leaving the Cubans full 
control of their domestic affairs while the United States 
retained control of the foreign relations. The Islanders 
were to have full power to do what they liked within the 
islands, but were not to maUe treaties with foreign pow- 
ers, nor wage war against them, nor borrow money on 
their own account. The scheme was a good one, but the 
Cubans would have none of it, and went ahead with their 
constitution, assuming full powers of sovereignty and 
claiming every right accorded to entirely independent 
nations. 


One thing Is very clear, 


act, and to act promptly. 
resolution, and congress ought to say whether the army 
ot the United States should remain in the island or should 
bo withdrawn from it Whichever policy is chosen, there 
will be trouble for the island. 
It the troops remain, it 


seems almost inevitable that rebellion will break out 
and the United States will be confronted with a situation 
similar to that which has existed in the Philippines, and 
one that can only be settled by the conquest and an- 
nexation of the Island without regard to the Teller reso- 
lution. On the other hand if the troops are' with- 
drawn, and the constitution be allowed to come into 
full force with Us provision for local provincial legisla- 
tures and universal suffrage, it will be probably only a 
question of a short time until the island is seething with, 
internal dissensions and anarchy, and it will be fortunate 
it its finances are not hopelessly compromised, and If 
it is not plunged into some most embarasslng complication 
with some European government. If the opinion, ot many 
of those most competent to judge is correct, the only 
outcome of such, a situation would he the supremacy of 
a* class in favor of annexation to the United States, and 
thus would be brought about at the cost of much turmoil 
and great loss of property, the result which would have 
followed naturally and easily if it had not been for the 
adoption of the unfortunate Teller resolution. 


The character of those.who now control the affairs 


of the island is not such as to give much hope for any form 
of compromise, and If the alternative Is presented between 
a war on conquest and the abandonment of the island, it 
is difficult to avoid the. conclusion that the latter is the 
only course possible under the circumstances. 


Such a step ought not, however, to be taken until the 


situation has been most carefully examined, and this 
it is the duty of congress to do.

ROMANISM IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


O 


NB OF THE NEWEST developments In the Philip- 


pines is the declaration that Senor Buencamlno 
and other prominent Filipinos have turned from 
Catholicism and will ally themselves with the 


Protestant'churches for the future. 


It Is perhaps not surprising that these Filipinos who 


have now ranged themselves with apparent loyalty on the 
side of the Americans, should change their creed as they 
have changed their politics. 


But if will not be safe to count this change as a great 


moral advance or to claim it as a victory for Protestant- 
Ism. The religion as taught and practised by the Philip- 
pine friars is something quite different from that pro- 
fessed and lived by American Catholics, and it remains to 
be seen whether the change that has been announced Is 
really an improvement. 


It is satisfactory at least to know that the change 


from the old religion has not been made the occasion for 
openly avowed infidelity and atheism as is too frequently 
the case in such instances. 


RUNNING AT A LOSS. 


FRESH CAUSE of worry has been discovered by 


the, British newspapers. The British nation, as a 
whole, they say, is not earning its living, but Is 
finding It necessary to draw upon. Us savings, to 


pay current expenses. No one pretends to know just how 
much the nation is running behind in the course of a year, 
but the general opinion is that the balance is on the wrong 
side. 


The difficulty in securing an exact statement comes in 


what are termed "invisible exports," Wheat and pork, and 
cotton and steel and various kinds of manufactured goods 
can be and are kept track of and counted and their values 
carefully calculated, but no way has been found to estimate 
with any degree ot accuracy the value of the bonds and 
other securities that are transferred from one country to 
another. It is only known that these amount to many 
millions of dollars in the course of a year and it is as- 
serted that England might be running behind several 
millions of pounds annually without knowing it. Of course 
such a condition would manifest Itself by disagreeable,ro- 
sults in the course ot time, but that country has such vast 
stores of accumulated capital that the nation as a whole 
might spend more than it earned for several years with- 
out being certain of the fact.' 


Such questions as these add interest to the present 


study of British sociology. New conditions are being de- 
veloped which, are unknown to modern students and the 
results, of them cannot-be predicted with certainty. That 
they will not be happy ones is evident, but it is difficult to 
say just when or how they will be apparent. 


THE COST OF PAUPERISM. 


'N A RECENT magazine article, Mr. joslab -Flynt, who 


la a specialist In tramps and their ways, states tbat 
there are over 60,000 persons now In the city of Chi- 
cago who have been attracted to that city by the lax 


enforcement of Its laws, which has been widely advertised 
throughout the country among the criminal and volun- 
tarily idle classes. 


These persons have no visible means of support, and 


their only Industry is crime. They vary in occupation 
from the tramp whose profession is street beggary to the 
burglar and the hold-up, and in character through al 
the grades and qualities of crime. Not one of them is a 
regular contributor to the welfare of the community; 
each one Is a parasite who to a greater or less extent 
derives his living from those around him, and uses his 
wits and his physical strength to enforce his extortion. 


Mr. Plynt's figures afford a striking illustration of the 


evil that Is done to a community by the lax enforcement 
of its laws by negligent or vicious officials. It is seldom 
that city officers are intentionally wrongdoers them- 
selves, but they are too frequently influenced to overlook 
wrongdoing on the part of those to whom they owe 
their official honors. The lax enforcement of laws, either 
by the police or the higher authorities, draws criminals 
and loafers as honey draws flies. No one profits by such 
accessions to the population except those whose trade it 
ia to serve the vicious and degraded, and for each dollar 
that is received by these, honest citizens suffer the loss 
of many times that amount. No worse thing can happen, 
to a city or a state than to gain the reputation of being 
a place where laws are lightly enforced and where hoboes 
and criminals have an "easy" time of it. 


The congestion of undesirable elements. in a single 


community ,has evident disadvantages, but there is a 
wider view of the subject. The 50,000 of whom Mr. Flynt 
writes would be no less a charge upon the community if 
they were dispersed in a hundred cities Instead of col- 
lected into one. Our reformers of the present day are dis- 
posed to look with favor on the idea that the world owes 
every man a living, but they,are in danger of forgetting 
the complementary proposition that every man owes the 
world an honest return for that living.' We talk a good 
deal about the drag upon the European nations of their 
standing armies, but they at least may serve the purpose of 
national defense, while -we forget about the drag upon 
our own nation of the army of Ignorance, idleness and 
crime that Is dissipating the national force and wealth 
in an endless variety of ways. The drunken loafer at the 
street corner or the midnight robber is not only a social 
danger, but he is a social wrong; he not only steals a liv- 
ing from his neighbor, but he prevents that neigh- 
bor from enjoying the good things of life to the degree- 
which he might otherwise attain. 
' . 


In emphasizing the rights of the individual we should 


not go so far as to disregard the rights of society; and 
in administering our laws we cannot afford to forget that 
the Interests of all the members of the community are 
concerned in every case as well as the welfare of the in- 
dividual prisoner who is on trial. The reformation of 
the criminal should always be one of the principal objects 
of the law. but the doubtful 
chance of reformation 


should not be allowed to outweigh the protection which 
the innocent citizens and the community as a whole have 
the right to demand from the law and from those who 
are charged with its enforcement.

HE EARLY REPORTS that reached us. from 


Hawaii regarding the character of Delegate 
Wilcox were such as to involve a very serious 
doubt as to his fitness to serve in the congress 


of the United States and as to the legality of his election. 


The definite charges that have now been filed 


in congress put the matter in still more serious light, and 
make it the Imperative duty of that body to investigate 
the matter and if the charges be true, to exclude him from 
membership. 


Mr. Roberts of Utah, who learned last year that the 


congressional conscience is not inimitably elastic, was 
excluded on account of polygamy, but according to the 
charges Wilcox is not only a polygamist but he Is also an 
active traitor against the United States and owed his 
election to the most unscrupulous deception and fraud. 


It Is unfortunate that the first delegate.from the new 


territory of Hawaii should be a man against whom such 
charges arc made, but'If he is guilty the Interests of the 
United States and of Hawaii require that he should be 
expelled from congress. The standard established in the 
Roberts case should not be lowered, and the lesson to 
our new fellow citizens in the islands will be a valuable 
one.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC SALE. 


NOTHER STEP in the consolidation of the railway 


interests of the country has been taken by the 
purchase of the Southern Pacific railway by the 
capitalists who are said already to be in control 


of the Union Pacific, Chicago and Alton, Illinois Central 
and Baltimore and Ohio railways. Like other recent con- 
solidations In the railway world, this latest move Is not 
to be accomplished by the union of the various lines into 
a single company, but by the retention of the control of 
the separate companies in the hands of an alliance of 
capitalists who may be trusted to guard their joint in- 
terests. 


It remains to be seen whether this consolidation is a 


good or a bad thing for the public. It Is certainly an im- 
mense power to be placed in the hands of individuals, 
and this power if wrongly used may be made productive 
of Immense injury. But the older plan of petty rival sys- 
tems had very serious faults, and the new plan may pos- 
sibly be an improvement. If these gigantic combinations 
extending across the continent and making it possible 
for a single man or small coterie to affect the trade and 
profits of large areas of territory do not work for the gen- 
iral interests in their practice, they will form the strong- 
est argument yet presented in favor of a national con- 
rol of the railroads, with or wlthout^national ownership, 
and the correction of their abuses of power will undoubt- 
dly tend towards that result. If, however, under the pres- 
ure of government regulations and the menace of govern- 
ment ownership the managers of these great systems de- 
ote themselves towards the improvement of service and 
he general welfare of the-public they are'established 
o serve, It may be possible that they will be able to get 
etter results than would be possible under a state operat- 
d system, from whose detailed workings partisan politics 
ould hardly be excluded.

At 
that time less than one in fifty of the 
people of England had the privilege of 
voting for members 'of parliament. By 
the reform and franchise acts of 1833, 
1867 and 1884 the proportion of the res- 
idents of the United Kingdom who 
have this privilege has been increased 
to, one to six of all the Inhabitants. The 
popular branch of the parliaments of 
Germany and France are elected by 
manhood suffrage, : and France herself 
is a republic. Austria; Italy, Spain arid 
all the other countries on the continent 
of Europe have adopted representative 
Institutions, -except Turkey and Russia. 
Japan has recently followed their ex- 
ample. Every, lndependeri1;.,J¥iyon on 
the. American continent Is a. republic. 
Russia Is reasonably sure to be swept 
Into the current of liberalism at an ear- 
ly day. Canada and Australia are self- 
governing counties, .with only the 
slenderest political ties b(n.9ms them 
to England.. The' republican United 
States of Europe Is now seen to be 
farther off than it appeared ' to be 'In 
1848,. but this is because most ot the 
Old World's monarchs have discreetly 
refrained from placing obstacles in the 
way of the enfranchisement ot the peo- 
ple. 
In England already, and in some 


of tha other countries In a considerable 
degree, there are republics under mon- 
archical masks; -At no previous period 
In the world's history have the people 
of the great nations (with the excep- 
tion of Russia-, -Turkey and China) had 
so much Influence over their own des- 
tinies as they possess today.

Giuseppe Vcrdl is deai In the fullness 
of years and ot honors, revered by hjs 
countrymen not only as the embodi- 
ment of the art In which Italy has been 
supreme but as the living representa- 
tive of the intellectual forces that made 
Italy one nation. The spring of melody 
that delighted the whole world has 
ceased to flow at last and nowhere in 
Italy can a successor be deicrled who 
can make good the loss. 


He was the youngest and last of the 


line of great composers in whom music 
and melody was an Inborn sift, which 
they chose to express through the nob- 
lest of all Instruments, the human 
voice. To them music was an art that 
appealed to the heart and to the emo- 
tions; they sang for sensitive beings 
who could be stirred; they struck the 
chords of love and joy and sorrow and 
awe as none but Italians have • been 
able to strike them, and found great 
singers who could understand them. 
The few strong, simple passions which 
the lyric poet strives to express in 
words they sought to render In melo- 
dies, and .they produced flawless mas- 
terpieces of "lyrical melodrama" as 
they called them, Bellini his "Norma," 
Donizetti "La Favorlta," Rossini the 
"Barblere" and "Semlramlde," Verdi 
the long list that every one knows "II 
Trovatore," "la, Travlata," "Ernanl," 
"Rlgoletto," "II Ballo In Maschera," 
and others as well known In Italy like 
"Nabucco" and "I Lombardl." They, 
with others less famous out of Italy 
like Mercadante with his "Vestale" and 
Paclnl with his "Satfo," gave the Ital- 
ian "opera," that is 'to say, music, ex- 
pressed by the vofce, with orchestral 
accompaniment and scenlo effects and 
even the words subordinate, the pre- 
dominant place it held for seventy 
years.

Of late years it has been overshadow- 
ed on the stage by the German "music- 
drama," In which the orchestral in- 
struments and scenlo mechanism have 
the upper hand and mere melody , is 
held in contempt.

a drain upon every oonpelvable resource 
o£ the people. ;• Hal;f.p|.t'he,'QQui'try was 
totally Impoverished;.

Its industrial life threatened; its people 
Idle; while ,thousandB>AVe're taken from 
the fields of activity and ^production 
to bear arms. ,•';; Tje iexpenses of the 
federal gov'grnroent.: iWflre vastly In- 
creased,by tfcje warifqqitln^.of the army 
and navy which, for a time, had to-.be 
maintained.

led to raise;the-revenue to meet these 
extraordinary expenses. 
As ;a: neces- 


sary result,: the" objects 
• of,taxation 


were multiplied a :h^ihdred' Iqld. The 
committees 'of-congress: were engaged 


of dollars, while the national debts 
of Europe were reduced one-half, and 
the value of all the property of the 
world was, within the same time, In- 
creased over two hundred per cent. 
In our own day we have witnessed 
the creation of eight new states out 
of a territory .that -In 1854 contained a 
population of eleven hundred white In- 
habitants. Would It not have been the 
height of impolicy and folly to have 
taxed the gold production that wrought 
these marvels? Indeed, would not the 
government have been justified In giv- 
ing bounties for the production of gold? 
Because fortunes were made out of 
mining, was It an Inducement to tax 
the source and fountain of the nation's 
wealth and prosperity? 


.Had it -not been for the generous 
lystem of free mining which congress 
established in 1850 and has since main- 
tained, the west would have remained 
a part-of the "Great American Desert" 
and the taxable wealth of the nation 
would not be one-fifth of its present 
sum. What we now occupy, the miner 
has disco /ered and added to the wealth 
of the nation. Every day testifies to 
the wisdom and generosity of congress. 
It sells to the miner for a merely 
nominal sum mineral land that may 
be worth/millions. What would the 
tii9 people of this state think of a 
man who would .advocate In congress 
the sale of the mining lands at their 
full cash value as a revenue measure? 
If such a policy should be adopted, 
the cost .to the nation would be incal- 
culable. And, yet, It might be flip- 
pantly asked "Why should this gov- 
ernment sell Its mineral lands at less 
than their full cash. value?" If tax- 
ation of the producer of the precious 
metals had ever been regarded as legit- 
imate or wise, the policy would cer- 
tainly have been adopted by the na- 
tional administration, unfriendly as It 
Is to silver, to meet the expenses of 
the Spanish-American war; and, yet, 
notwithstanding the fact .that the Uni- 
ted States owns the fee of its unpat- 
ented mineral lands, congress 
never 


undertook to Impose the smallest tax. 
Under these ;cifcumstances it might 
again '.have been flippantly asked "If 
everythlhg,e|se is': to be taxed,, why 
not tax the mines?." The answer would 
have been plain and simple. 


It should be clear to a Colorado leg-

railroad mileage of the state Is depend- 
ent upon, and was constructed for, 
the mining, industry. The country which 
Is traversed by these railroads, In going 
to and from the mining regions, Is all 
made more valuable on that account 
and all of It Is taxable. 


We have a population ot two hun- 


dred thousand souls entirely dependent 
upon the mines, and their property Is 
taxed. The supplies necessary to sus- 
tain 
them 
are taxed. Everything 
they wear or consume, Is or can 
be. 
taxed 
by 
the 
state, 
and 


their 
labor 
is 
constantly creating 


other objects of taxation. It Is dif- 
ficult to discover and species of prop- 
erty in this state, the taxation of which 
Is not directly, or Indirectly, borne by 
the proceeds of the mines. The same 
cannot be said of any other industry. 
If the proposed revenue law should 
specifically abolish taxation of mines, 
except the net proceeds thereof as It 
ought to do,one-half of all the taxes 
paid in the state would still come 
from the operation of our mines. The 
history of the state during the past 
thirty years conclusively demonstrates 
that the proceeds of the mines of Col- 
orado are very largely and very quickly 
Invested in tax-paying property. The 
Increased valuation 
of the 
taxable 
property 
of 
Denver and Colorado 


Springs Is an instance of this condi- 
tion. Illustrations of this kind could 
be extended Indefinitely. When 
the 


taxation of a. railroad or a smelter Is 
Increased, their charges for hauling 
and treating ore will increase, In. order 
to meet the expense of Increased tax- 
ation, and. thus, an additional burden 
will be placed on the mining Industry 
of the state. 


If. In addition to the increased taxa- 


tion on all other property, la added 
an increase in the taxation on mines 
and mining claims, the result will 
necessarily be oppressive. The chief 
element that enters into the value of 
a mine is its gross production, and, 
whenever there Is a production of ore, 
it is {axed. The result must follow 
that the ore will be taxed as ore 
before It goes to the mill or smelter, 
and. when its proceeds,are remitted 
from the mill or smelter, It will again 
become taxable under the heading of 
'.'moneys, notes and credits." So that 
the state1 will tax a miner on the basis 
of two dollars for every dollar that'Is 
taken from the mine. It ought not 
to require any argument to show that 
the original source of the money which 
Is.Invested In taxable property, frPm 
which" the state derives Its revenue, 
should be free and exempt from taxa- 
tion. When the proceeds of the mine 
are to be'taxed, first as ore, and sec- 
ondly, as money. It will strongly tend 
to discourage the Investment of such 
money derived from the 
mines, In 
property that is taxable. 


If this is to obtain, It Is putting a 


premium on the investment .of the 
state In securities that are not tax- 
able, and the falue of all the taxable 
arid revenue-producing wealth of the 
people Is thereby reduced In value. 
It cannot be that such a result Is con- 
templated. On the other hand, if the 
original source from which the money 
la acquired is exempt from taxation, 
the proceeds of every mine will -be 
taxed but once, as money or property. 
Under suoh conditions, the owner of 
the money would more naluraly hasten 
to Invest it in producing .prop'ert!e§ 
that may be taxed, rather than permit 
It to remain In the form of unpro- 
ductive capital or property that Is sub- 
ject to a like taxation. 
It would be 


wiser to invest the money in creating 
an Income-producing property than to 
allow it to remain Idle and unproduc- 
tive. A government bond, bearing only 
two per cent. Interest, free from, tax- 
ation, is better than property In this' 
tp „'• t, 
state, bearing six per cent., which Is

upon every other form and character 
of property, whose. value is measured 
by gold and silver. But such a tax Is 
even worse, than this. It adds to the 
burden of every debt by lowering the 
valus of all property, other than money. 
As long as there Is Indebtedness in the 
world, mines which produce gold and 
sliver should be free from taxation, 
because a dollar's worth of gold or 
silver Is infinitely more valuable to 
the world than a dollar's worth of 
any other perishable commodity. As 
A matter of policy and wisdom, It is 
as Indefensible for this state to Impose 
a 
; tax on 'mines which produce the 
money metals of the world, as it was 
for congress to flestroy the money func- 
tions of silver. A tax »n mines, to the 
Industrial and commercial world, Is as 
bad as a limitation on the atmosphere 
would be to the physical world. To 
Impose a tax on gold and silver Is to 
impose a tax upon the 
llfe-glvlng 
power of the nation. 


Whenever 
the 
mining Industry Is 
prosperous, , the people of the state are 
prosperous; but, whenever the mining 
industry is in trouble, every Industry 
In Colorado is Instantly affected. A 
heavy, tax on mines is an additional tax 
clearly beyond that paid by other pro- 


, 
ter than a government bond that Is not 
taxed. The moment the state remits 
the taxation on mines, It will Increase 
the taxable wealth of the state to a 
vastly greater amount than It remits, 
and will be the ultimate gainer by 
such a policy., Such legislative action 
would do more to induce the Invest- 
ment of money In this state than any 
other policy that could be adopted. 


Many of'the members of the Thir- 


teenth general assembly have 
spent 
some time at least In the active pros- 
ecution of mining as an occupation. 
Their testimony will bear me out In 
the assertion that it Is unlike any other 
business known to man. Its exactions 
arc unending: Its rewards poor and 
meager. 
In no other occupation are 


there so many failures. It is always 
expenditure; rarely an Income. It has 
been estimated by experts that every 
dollar of silver that was produced at 
Aspen cost nearly three dollars. After 
untold hardships encountered, after a 
drain upon the physical and financial 
resources of the prospector and miner 
of the state, it Is an injustice to levy 
a heavy tax upon the poor return the 
miner receives. Especially is this true 
if the entire gross output of the mine 
is to be taxed, and we must bear in 
mind that in adopting the "full cash 
value" basis for mines the total gross 
output must necessarily be taxed. The

total amount of money that has. gone 
into the mine, as well as the amount 
of the profits. As a general rule, only 
one-fifth of the gross output of the 
mines represents the net proceeds. In 
Instances the proportion may be great- 
er or less. The four-fifths of the out- 
put of a mine includes the labor and 
wages of the miners, the cost of sup- 
plies, the amount spent In roads and 
trams, and the machinery and other 
appliances necessary In the operation 
of-the mine. In; short, It must rep- 
resent the enterprise and effort ex- 
pended In producing the ore, and, con- 
sequently, any tax on anything but the 
net proceeds of mines Is a tax upon 
labor and'effort, arid not a tax upon 
wealth or capital. • 


But the. greatest Injustice under the 


proposed law would'be 
worked on 


the owners of hon-Droducbng claim's. 
While It may be" true, as some have 
contended, that the great mines of the 
state are owned abroad, the non-pro- 
ducers are almost entirely the prop- 
erty of our own. prospectors and min- 
ers. 
If a claim that does not pro- 


duce any ore is to be taxed. on the 
theory that It may contain a bonanza, 
and the non-producers in some of the 
district of the state, notably Cripple 
Creek, are so assessed, how can the 
average prospectpr, without an Income 
from his mine, hope to pay his In- 
creased taxation, and, at the same 
time, proceed with his work? It Is 
fact, known to every person. familiar 
With-mining, that three-fourths of the 
time: spent by-• the. great body of min- 
ers Is In exploration work that does not 
avail : them of profits, but, which 
ultimately the basis of great producers.

The suggestion that 
it is necessary to increase the taxes 
on mines In this state .as . a financial 
measure is as logical as an attempt to 
murder the goose that laid the golden 
eggs. It Is' a. vain effort to raise more 
money by the dubious means of cutting 
off Its source of supply. 


Mines and mining claims; more than 
any 'other species of property mul- 
tiply, thc objects 
of 
taxation. The 


industry has brought smelters into the 
state, has built railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines, Has caused the erection 
of -hundreds of mills, the manufacture 
and importation of millions of dollar's 
worth of machinery, has opened up 
and made valuable fields of coal, oil 
and 
iron, has 
made 
cities 
and 


towns, discovered new markets for the 
produce of the farmer, stockman and 
manufacturer; all of which are imme- 
diately" taxed by the state, and, under 
the proposed law, at their full cash 
value. The proceeds of a mine are 
spent 'in building Ya home, which Is 
taxed; in erecting a .great 
business 


block, which is taxed; In putting up 
hotels arid : theaters, which are taxed; 
in /building bridges, which are taxed; 
in buying farms. and ranches and or- 
chards, which are taxed: In creating 
a hundred different occupations, which 
are taxed; In constructing lines of rail- 
road, which are taxed; In providing -for 
systems of watei , light and heat, which 
are taxed, and in laying out canals for 
irrigation, which are taxed. In Jhe 
vjcinlty of mines, a town pr city will 
spring up, all of whose property is 1m,- 
medlateiy taxable, and the existence of

theory that it contains a mine' Because 
t happens to be located in the '/Iclnity 
of a mine, the miner with little-or no 
capital will find his occupation gorte. 


If the greatest good to the greatest 


lumber is to be sought, the limit of 
taxation imposed upon any non-pro- 
ducing claim in this state should be 
the amount 'which must be paid to the 
government for the fee of the land 
upon its entry for patent. While this 
system may cause injustice In rare 
cases. It will be injustice on the proper 
side of the account, and, as a general 
rule or legislative regulation, it-would 
be productive of great good. No one 
at all familiar with mining, and the 
:haracter of the people engaged In 
that business, can cite an instance 
where 
taxation was ever a healthy 
stimulus to development. In the great 
mining states of Utah, • Nevada and 
Montana, tho taxes are imposed upon 
the mines on the valuation ot the gov- 
ernment price per acre. The Anaconda, 
Silver King and Comstock mines, which 
have produced 
millions of dollar's 
worth of ore are taxed on the basis 
of their net proceeds, and at the sum 
of fl/e dollars per acre. In the Con- 
stitutional convention of the state of 
Utah, the subject of the taxation of 
mines was very elaborately discussed, 
and a provision was inserted in the 
constitution to the effect that mines, 
except the net proceeds thereof, should 
be taxed at the price paid the gov- 
ernment therefor. This provision i£- 
celved the unqualified approval of the 
people of Utah, and Colorado should 
certainly hasten to do likewise. 


That such was the intention of the 


people of this state Is manifest from 
our own constitution. Section 3 of Ar- 
ticle 10 provides: "All taxes shall be 
uniform upon the same class of sub- 
jects * • • and shall be levied and 
collected 
under general laws, which 


shall prescribe such regulations as shall 
secure a just valuation for taxation of 
all property, real and personal: Pro- 
vided, that mines and mining claims, 
bearing gold, silver and other precious 
metals (except the net proceeds and 
surface 
Improvements thereof) shall 


be exempt from taxation for the period 
of ten years from the date of the adop- 
tion of this constitution, and there- 
after may be taxed as provided by 
law." 


It will be noticed that the constitution 


makes all property In the state, real 
and personal, subject to taxation, ex- 
cept the mines. For a period of ten 
years, at least, they are to he exempt- 
ed from this burden and,' after that, 
the legislature may tax them. It must 
be borne In mind, however, that the 
word "may" In this section Is not 
to be construed to mean the 
word 
"shall." If the legislature desired to 
exempt mines from taxation forever, It 
has the authority of the constitution 
for-Its action. While the constitution 
commands the legislature to tax all 
other kinds of property, It does not 
contain a mandate to tax the mines. 
It was the evident purpose of the 
framers of the constitution to take 
the mines of the state out of the gen- 
eral classes of property from which di- 
rect revenue by taxation was to be 
derived. 
The revenues of the state 


were to be computed on the value of 
property other than mines and mining 
claims. If, however, the legislature Is 
to resort to the taxation of mining 
lands. It must keep In mind the other 
constitutional provision to prescribe 
such rules and regulations as will .se- 
cure a just valuation'of property for 
taxation. 
" 
. 


It Is not fair or just to say that min- 


ing land shall be taxed as town lots, 
or farms, or cattle ranees are taxed. 
The value of all farm lands can be as- 
certained to a reasonable certainty. 
Tile nrqducts of farms and ranges may 
be seen anrhmeasured.- The reft"! jvorth 
of a town lot may be closely esti- 
mated. Not so with a mine or mining 
claim. Its value can only be fixed by 
the most exhaustive and extensive de- 
velopment. •-The value of a farm or 
range Is Its surface, the value of a town 
lot is determined by Its size and loca- 
tion, while thei-value of a mine Is de- 
pendent upon the mineral values be- 
neath the surface. A clalm^Tnay be 
contiguous t6r~fhe richest mine In the 
world, and vet, not contain a pound 
of ore. Millions of dollars may -be, 
and oftentimes- are, expended-on such 
claims without the return of a single 
penny. All of the pay ore of an entire 
district may be contained within the 
space of one acre. Until -the mine be- 
glns:lts actual output, every effort to 
arrive at a just valuation of the prop- 
erty. Is wholly, conjectural. \f. Is for 
these and similar reasons that the con- 
stitution has enjoined upon the legis- 
lature the duty of prescribing such 
rules as will secure the just Valuation 
of property. To leave this important 
duty to the arbitrary caprice or \vhlm 
of an assessor Is something the con- 
stitution never contemplated. 


The revenue bill, House Bill No. 1, 


falls to prescribe such regulations. Its 
provisions j are that mines, like other 
property, are to be assessed and taxed 
at their full cash value. The peculiar 
character of mining property makes It 
impossible to be justly assessed and 
taxed like other property.'.The act In- 
dicates that It considers the full cash 
value of a mine to he Its market value, 
or the amount the property would bring 
t a voluntary sale. The market value 


of any property Is its public value, 
that is. what It would bring In open 
market. Any person at all familiar 
with mining knows that It Is very 
rare for any character of a mining 
claim to have a market value. In or- 
der to sell mining claims at all, It Is 
necessary to have the exact character 
of a .claim that Is .wanted by an in- 
dividual purchaser. There-is a market 
for a limited number'of mining stocks, 
but- there is no market for /mining 
claims. Again, If we are to take the 
amount a claim would bring at vol- 
untary sale as the criterion of Its value, 
how is the assessor to determine what 
the claim would bring at; such a sale? 
In this respect, the revenue bill seems 
to be fatally defective Iri falling to pre- 
scribe any regulations by 'which to ar- 
rive at the just value of mines. 


A comparison 
of 
the taxation of 


mines under the present law and under 
the proposed revenue measure reveals 
the fact that the increase of the taxa- 
tion on mines is much greater than 
the increase of taxation on any other 
species of property. 
While the con- 


stitution does not say ;that property 
shall be taxed at its full cash value, 
the statutes impose that;duty on the 
assessors. Public opinion would not 
sustain the full cash-value- basis with 
the result that property has been-as- 
sessed at from one-third to one-half 
Its /atue. If the provisions of the rev- 
enue bill are fully 
executed, It will 


mean that taxation on-all property In 
the state, except mines, will be in- 
creased from one hundred to two hun- 
dred ;:per cent. The provisions of the 
present law, In reference,to the taxa- 
tion of mines, provides? that producing 
properties, viz, those that produce min- 
eral during the year-'of the value of 
one thousand dollars' OF more, shall be 
assessed and taxed on the basis of one- 
fifth of the gross output,, One-fifth,of 
the gross output Is supposed to be the 
actual 'net proceeds of the mine, as 
has been explained elsewhere.;! Mining 
.claims producing less than one thou- 
sand dollars In mineral during.the year 
•are assessed "as other real estate." 


'It may be safely asumed that if a 
mine produces 510,000 during the year, 
the assessor will Assess the. mine, fpr 
at least the amount of Its production, 
and, in all probability, for, a, great deal 
mpre than.Jtg actual ..production. iHe

mine will be, not upon one-fifth of its 
gross output, as at present, but upon, 
at least, the total gross output, to- 
gether with an additional sum he may 
hink the 
property is worth. This 
means an increase in taxation of at 
east four hundred per cent, on the 
mine, over what Is paid at present, 
and, 
in all probability, an actual In- 


rease of from five hundred per cent, 
o seven hundred and fifty per cent. 
The non-productive claims, assessed 
or what the assessor thinks they will 
bring at a voluntary sale must stand 
an Increase ot from three hundred to 
Ive hundred per cent. Thc actual op- 
ration of the law may be seen in 
he table which Is published as an ap- 
pendix. 
If the real value of the mining prop- 
Tty of the state should be Increased, 
jven to the smallest perceptible de- 
gree ,a corresponding Increase In tax- 
ation would not be objectionable, but, 
when we -Increase the taxation on the 
mining claims of Colorado, over 400 
per cent, without any increase in the 
actual value of the property, we com- 
mit an act of the most glaring in- 
ustlce. The fact that mining property 
has not been taxed at its full cash 
ralue in the past cannot Justify the 
>roposed action, because the people of 
,his state never Intended that mines 
should be taxed at their 
full 
cash 


value. If they had so intended, they 
would have said so In their constl- 
utlon. It does not seem to be either 
UBt or wise for the present general 
assembly to ruthlessly and suddenly 
ncrcase the tax on mines over 400 per 
cent. If thc legislature Is determined 
o Increase the taxation on all other 
property. It should certainly hesitate 
before Imposing a tremendous Increase 
on the one vital and controlling In- 
dustrv of this state which sustains 
he value of all other property.

A Giant Industry. 


According to Prof. R. H. Thurston,' 


who writes of "The Steel Industry of 
America," In the February Century, Sir 
Henry Bessemcr's Invention has added 
more to the world's wealth than any 
other save the steam engine. The fol- 
lowing figures give an Idea of the extent 
of the production of steel throughout 
the world; 


The world's product of Bessemer 
steel In 1892 would have made a colon- 
nade of pillars 20 feet In diameter and 
100 high, 1,672 In number, extending 
over three miles, 836 on each hand, or 
a single row six miles long. 
Every 


working day in that year there was 
Droduced the equivalent of between five 
and six such columns, and a day's work 
resulted In the output of nearly,, as 
much as was the total annual product 
of the great city of Sheffield at the time 
of Bessemer's Invention. The annual 
production of, Bessemer steel was. In 
(another comparison, shown to be the 
equivalent of a column 100 feet In di- 
ameter, the size of a moderately large 
gas holder, and 6,684 feet 6 Inches high 
—a mile and a third. This would be 16V4 
times as high as the cross on the dome 
of St. Paul's In London. One twelfth 
of Its altitude would measure the pro- 
duction of a single month and would 
rise to above the height of the Wash- 
ington monument. A single hour would 
yield a pillar of steel 9 feet in diameter 
and about 140' feet high, the altitude of 
a tall church steeple. The work of a 
year would construct a steel wall 5 feet 
in thickness, 20 feet high, and 100 miles 
long, which would be enough to Inclose 
London and Its suburbs In a circle ra- 
dlatlnK over 30 miles from St. Paul's or 
the Bank. The foundation of the wall 
itself would occupy 60 acres. 
The United States enters the new cen- 


tury with just about this total produc- 
tion of steel.

In the begin- 
ning the investigations were conoflned to 
:he laboratory, It being recognized that 
before any practical results could be se- 
cured In the field knowledge must be ob- 
tained as to the nature of the diseases It 
was Intended to combat. At tho tlma this 
work was undertaken the growing of 
trapes for market was being abandoned 
n many sections on account of black rot 
The work of the department showed that 
nis disease was due to a fungus. 
Fur- 


hermore, It showed how the fungus Uvod 
rom year to year, and how part of the 
,Ime Its growth Is conoflned to the living 
>errios on the vine and part of tha time 
to the old, dried and 
shriveled 
fruits 


which fall to the ground. The latter It 
was found, furnish the means of starting 
:he pest another season, and thus the 
more the rotten berries accumulate >n the 
rrcund the more danger there Is of in- 
ectlons the next year. Possessing fiese 
acts, it remained to discover some means 
>t protecting the grope from the parasite 
no. way that would be sufficiently chaup 
»nd practical to warrant Its adoption by 
grape growers themselves. The only way 
o accomplish this object was by work In 
he vineyards. This work was inaugurat. 
ed, and eventually It was proved that by 
he proper use of various solutions spray, 
d upon the vines the latter would not be 
njured in the least, but the attacks of 
he fungus would, in large part, be pre- 
ented. To reduce the operation to a 
radical basis, many difficulties had to 
be overcome. The question of a suitable 
pparatus was a difficult' one, as few 
manufacturers are willing to put a ma? 
bine on the market without some assur- 
tvie that there would be a demand for It 
That these obstacles were overcome, how- 
ver, and that the work was a success 
» shown by the widespread application 
f the results obtained. For the first few 
ears, despite the wldely-publlshed state- 
ments concerning the work, It was diffi- 
cult to get growers to undertatke It. Men 
were actually palfl to spray their vines 
n order that the results might be utilized 
s an object lesson for others.

Operators forced an Issue in Joint 


Conference. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 6.—The Illinois 
operators forced the Issue In the joint 
conference this afternoon when they 
Introduced a resolution to Instruct the 
scale committee to draft an agreement 
covering the prices and conditions ot 
both machine and pick mining, based 
upon lines of uniformity. The Illi- 
nois operators aim either to compel the 
adaption of Illinois prices or condi- 
tions throughout the competitive dis- 
trict or to force prices and conditions 
in Illinois to the level of other states. 
Illinois has a run of mine standard 
and a machine differential of 7 to 10 
cents. In other states the price of min- 
ing is based upon screened coal, and 
the machine differential Is much great- 
er. Ohio, Indiana and western Penn- 
sylvania operators say positively they 
will not accept the run of mine stand- 
ard or a reduction In the machine dif- 
ferential. 


President Mitchell of 
the 
United 
Mine Workers this afternoon stated 
the miners would insist upon the adop- 
tion of a single run of mine standard, 
a fixed differential of 7 cents between 
machine and pick mining and a uni- 
form scale for outside work and Inti- 
mated that failure of the Joint confer- 
ence to agree upon a scale would mean 
a great strike. 
, 


It was 3 o'clock this afternoon when 
the joint conference met and the scale 
committee reported that it had been 
unable to agree upon any of the propo- 
sitions agreed upon by either the min- 
ers or operators. 
F.L. Robinson then submitted a state- 


ment for the Pennsylvania operators. 
He spoke In favor of his proposition for 
a reduction of 10 cents in the price of 
mining, saying, that It was Impossible 
for the Pitteburg operators to hold their 
trade at the present prices in competi- 
tion with West Virginia ooal. Mr. 
Robinson declared that the run of mlno 
standard had been tried in that district, 
but had proven a failure. 
The ma- I 
chine differential could not be reduced 
because at the present prices machines 
could be used more profitably. • J. B 
Morton spoke in behalf of the Ohio 
operators, corroborating many of thi 
assertions made by Mr. Robinson. 


John Mitchell then spoke for the 


miners, after which A. J. Moorehead o 
St. Louis, one ot the Illinois operators 
presented the resolution of Instructions 
to the scale committee, announcing 
that he would discuss the resolution a 
tomorrow's session. 


The convention then adjourned for 
the day.
